PRIMO ELIZABETHAE, 


RE at the death of our late Sove- 

reign Lord King Edward the Sixth, 

there remained one uniform Order of Com- 
nion Service and Prayer, and of the Admini- 
ſtration af Sacraments, Rites, and Ceremo- 
nies in the Church of Zngla»d, which was ſet 
forth in one Book, intituled, The Bock 7 
Common Prayer, and Adminiſtr itionofSatraments, 
and other Rites and Ceremonies in the Church of 
Ay rg Authorized by Act of Parliament, 
holden in the fifth and fixth years of our ſaid 
late Sovereign Lord King E4wvard the Sixth, 
intituled, An AP for the Uni/crmity of Common 
Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the Sacraments ; 


The which was repealed, and taken away hy 


Act of Parliament, in the firſt Year of the 
Reign of our late Sovereign Lady Queen, 
to the great decay of the due honour of Gud, 
and diſcomfort to the Proſeſſors of the Truth 
of Chriſt's religion : 

Be it therefore Enacted by the Authority of 
this Preſent Parliament, That the ſaid Statute 
of Repeal, andevery Thing therein contained, 
only concerning the ſaid Book, and the Ser- 
vice, Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites 
and Ceremonies contained or appointed in or 
by the ſaid Book, ſhall be void and of none 
etfect, from and after the Feaſt of the Nativity 
of St. 7obn Baptiſt next coming: and that the 
ſaid Book with the Order of Service, and of 
the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and 
Ceremonies, with the alterations and addi- 
tions therein added and appointed by this 
Statute, ſhall ſtand, and be, from, and aſter 
the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity ot St. John Bap- 
"ft, in full force and effect, according to the 
tenor and effect of this Statute: Any thing 
in the foreſaid Statute of Repeal to the con- 
trary nctwithſtanding, 


And further he it EnaQted by the Queen's 
Highneſs, with the Aſſent of the Lords and 
Commons in-this Preſent Parhament aſſem- 
bled, ard by the Authority of the ſame, That 
all and ſingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, 
or Pariſh-Church, or other place within this 
Realm of England, Wales, and the Marches of 
the ſame, or other the Oueen's Dominions, 
ſhall from and aſter the Feaſt of the Nativity 
of St. Jobs Bat next coming, be bounden 
to ſay and uſe the Mattirs, Evenſong, Cele- 
hration of the Lord's Supper, and Admini- 
ſtration of each of the Sacraments, and all 
their common and open Prayer, mſuch order 
and form as is mentioned in the ſaid Book, fo 
Authorized by Parliament in the faid fifth 
and ſixth Years of the Reign of Kin f Edward 
the Oxth; with one alteration, or addition of 
certain Leſſons to be uſed on every Sunda 
in the Year, and the Form of the Litany al- 
tered and corre ed, and two Sentences only 
added in the delivery of the Sacrament to 
the Communicants, and noneother, or other- 
wiſe, And that if any manner of Parion, Vicar, 


or other whatſoever Miniſter, that ought or

from and after the Fea't of the Nativity of 
St. Van Baptiſt next coming, refuſe to uſe the

der, Form, 'or Manner of celebrating of the 
Lord's Supper, openly or privily, of Mattins, 
E venſong,, Adminiftration of the Sacraments, 
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or other open Prayers, thanis mentioned and 
ſet forth in the ſaid Book, [pen Prayer in and 
tbroughout this AF, is meant, that Prayer wbich 
is ſor otbers to come unto or bear, eitber in Com- 
mon Cburc bes, or Private Chapels, or Oratories 
commonly called the Serwice of the Church) or ſha 
preach, declare or ſpeak any thing in the de- 
rogation,or depraving of the ſaid Book, or any 
thing therein contained, or of any part there- 
of, and ſhall be thereof lawfully convicted 
accardingto thelaws of this Realm, by verdi 
of twelve men, or by his own confeſſion, or 
by the notorious evidence of the Fact, ſhall 
loſe and forfeit to the _ Highneſs, her 
Heirs and Succeſſors, ſor his firſt Offence, the 
profit of all his Spiritual Benefices, or Pro- 
motions, coming or arifing in one whole Year 
next aſter his Conviction: And alſo that the 
Perſon ſo convicted, ſhall for the ſame Of- 
fence ſuffer Impriſonment by the ſpace of fix 
Months, without Bail or Mainpriſe. And if 
any ſuch Perſon, once convict of any Otfence 
concerning the Premitſes, ſhall after his firſt 
conviction eſi ſoons offend, and be thereof in 
form aforeſaid law fully c&nvi&t; That then 
the ſame Perſon ſhall for his ſecond offence 
ſufter Impriſonment by the ſpace of one 
whole Year, and alſo ſhall therefore be de- 
pri ved ip/o /a#o of all his Spiritual Prom+v- 
tions, and, That it ſhall be lawful to all Pa- 
trons, or Donors of all and fingular the 


ſame Spiritual Promotions, or of any of 


them, to preſent or collate to the ſame, 
as though the Perſon or Perſons, ſo off:nd- 
ing were dead, And that if any fach Perſon 
or Perſons, after he ſhall be twice convicted 
in form atoreſaid, ſhall offend againſt any 
of the Premiſſes the third time, and ſhall 
be thereof in form aforeſaid lawfully con- 
victed : 'That then the Perſon ſo offending, 
and convicted the third time, ſhall be de- 
prived, ip/o facto, of all his Spiritual Promo- 
tions, and alſo ſhall ſuffer impriſonment 
during his life. And if the Perſon that ſhall 
offend, and be convicted in form aforeſaid, 
concerning any of the Premiſes, ſhall not be 
Beneficed nor have any Spiritual Promotion 
that then the ſame Perſon ſo offending an 
convict, ſhall for the firſt offence ſuffer im- 
pri ſonment during one whole Year next after 
is ſaid Conviction, without Bail, or Main- 
prife. And if any ſuch Perſon, not having 
any Spiritual Promotion, after hi; firſt Con- 
viction ſhall efrſoons offend in any thing con- 
cerning the Premiſſes, and ſhall in form a- 
foreſgid be thereof lawfully convicted, that 
then the ſame Perſon ſhall for his ſecond Of. 
fence ſuffer impriſonment dui ing his Life.

cure or maintain an Parſon, Vicar, or other 
inifter in any Cathedral or Pariſh-Church, 
or in Chapel, or in any other place, to fing or 
fay any common or open Prayer, or to mini-

manner and form than is mentioned in the 


ſaid Book; or that by any of the ſaid means 
ſhall unlawfully interrupt, or let — 9

to ſing or fay common and open Prayer, or to 
miniſter the Sacraments, or any of them, in 
ſuch manner and form, as is mentioned in the

Lady, her Heirs and Succeflors, for the firſt 
Offence an hundred Marks. And if any Per- 
ſon or Perſons, heing once convict of an 
ſuch Offence, eſtſoons offend againſt any o 
the laſt recited Offences, and ſhall in form 
aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convict; that the 
ſame Perſon ſo eg and convict, ſhall 
for the ſecond Offence torfeit to the Queen 
our Sovereign Lady, her Heirs and Succeſſors, 
four hundred Marks. And if any Perſon, after 
he in form aforeſaid ſhall have been twice 
convict of any offence concerning any of the 
laſt recited offences, ſhall offend the third 
time, and be thereof in form aboveſaid law- 
fully convict, that then every Perfon fo of- 
fending and convict, ſhall for his third offence 
forfeit to our Sovereign Lady the Queen, all 
his Goods and Chattels, and ſhall ſurfer Im- 
rifonment during his Life. And if any Per- 
on or Perſons, that tor his firſt oftence con- 
cerning the premiſſes, ſhall be convict inform 
aforeſaid, do not pay the Sum to be paid by 
virtue of his Conviction, in ſuch manner and 
form, as the ſame ought to be paid, within 
ſix Weeks next after his Conviction; That 
then every Perſon ſo convict, and ſo not. 
aying the ſame, ſhall for the ſame firſt Of- 
ence, inſtead of the ſaid Sum, ſuffer Impri- 
ſonment by the ſpace of fix Months, without 
Bail or Mainprife. And if any Perſon or Per- 
ſons, that for his ſecond offence concerning the 
Premiſſes, ſhall be convict in form aforeſaid, 
do not Pay the ſaid Sum to be paid by Virtue 
of his Conviction and this Eſtatute, in ſuch 
manner and form as the ſame ought to he paid 
within fix Weeks next after his ſaid fecond 
Conviction, That then every Perſon ſo con- 
victed, and not paying the ſame, ſhall for the 
ſame ſecond Offence, inſtead of the ſaid Sum, 
ſuffer Impriſonment 2 twelve Month 
without Bail or Mainpriſe. And that from a 
after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. Foba 
Baptiſt next coming, all and every Perſon and 
Perſons inhabiting within this Kea'm, or any 
other the Queen's Majeſty's Dominions, ſha 
diligently and faithfully, having no lawfu 
or reaſonable excuſe to be abſent, endeavour 
themſelves to refort to their Pariſh-Church 
or Chapel accuſtomed, or upon reaſonable 
let thereof, to ſome uſual place, where Com- 
mon Prayer, and ſuch Service of God ſhall be 
uſed inſuch time of Let, upon every Sunday, 
and other days ordained and uſed to be kept 
as Holy-days, and then and there to abide 
orderly and ſoberly, during the time of Com- 
mon Prayer, Preaching or other Service of 
God there to be uſed, and miniſtered ; upon 
ain of Puniſhment by the Cenſures of the 
urch, and alſo upon pain that ever * 
ſo offending, ſhall forfeit for every ſuch Of- 
ſence, twelve Pence, to be levied by the 
Church-wardens of the Pariſh where ſuch 
Offence ſhall he done, to the uſe of the Poor of 
the ſame Pariſh, of the Goods, Lands and Te- 
nements of ſuch Offender, by way of dittreſs, 
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And for the due execution hereof, the Queen's 
moſt excellent Majeſty, theLords Temporal, 
and all the Commons in this preſent Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, do in God's name earneſtly 
require and charge all the Archbiſhops, Bi- 
_ and other Ordinaries, that they ſhall 
endeavour themſelves tothe uttermoſt of their 
knowledges, that the due and true execution 
hereof may be had througltuut their Dioceſes 
and Charges, as they will anſwer before God, 
for ſuch evils and 1 wherewith Al- 
— r may juſtly puniſh his people for 
neglecting this good and wholeſome law. 
And for their Authority in this behalf, be it 
further Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
That all and ſingular the ſaid 7 
— 8, and all other their Officers exerciſing 

cleſiaſtical juriſdiction, as well in places 
exempt, as not exempt, within their Dio- 
ceſes, ſhall have full Power and Authority by 
this Act, to reform, correct and puniſh by 
Cenfures of the Church, all and ſingular Per- 
ſons which ſhall offend within any of their 
Juriſdictions, or Dioceſe, after the ſaid Feaſt 
of the Nativity of St. ohn Baptiſt next coming, 
againſt this AR and Statute; any other Law, 
Statute, Priviledye, Liberty or Proviſion here- 
tofore made, had or ſuffered to the contrary 
notwithftanding, 

And it is Ordained and Enacted by the Au- 
thority aforeſaid, That all and every Juſtice

upon weighty and important conſiderations, 
according to the various exigency of times

themſelves in point of reputation and inte- 
reſt concerned (unleſs they would freely ac- 
knowledge themſelves to have erred, which 
uch men are very hardly brought to do) 
with their utmoſt endeavours to hinder the 
reſtitution thereof. In order whereunto di- 
vers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the 
Book of Common Prayer, the old Objections 
muſtered up, with the addition of ſome new 
ONES, more than formerly had been made, to 
make the number (well. In fine, great impor- 
tunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, 
that the ſaid Book might bereviſed, and ſuch 
Alterations therein, and Additions there - 
unto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite 
for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: where- 
unto His Majeſty, out of his pious inclina- 
tion to five ſatista ion (fo far as could be 
reaſonably expected) to all his ſubiects of 
ont perſwaſion ſoever, did gracioutly con- 


In which Review we have endeavoured to 
obſerve the like moderation, as we find to 
have been uſed in the like caſe in former 
times. And therefore of the ſundry altera- 
tions propoſed unto us, we have rejected all 
ſuch as were either ofdangerousconſequence 
(as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Doc- 
trine, or laudable Practice of the Church of 
England, or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence 
at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. But 
ſuch Alterations as were tendered to us (by 
what perſons, under what pretences, or to 
what purpoſe ſoever ſo t ) as ſeemed 
to us in any degree requiſite orexpedient, we 
have willingly, and of our own accord aſ- 
ſented unto: not enforced fo to do by any 
Nrengthof Argument, con vincing us of the 
neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations: For 
we are ſully perſwaded in our judgements 
(and we here profeſs it to the wor id) that the 
Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, 
doth not contain in it any thing contrary to 
the Word of God, or to ſound Doctrine, or 
which a rodly man may not with a good 
Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is 
not fairly defenfible againſt any that ſhall op- 


poſe the ſame if it ſhall be ed ſuchjuſt 
anc 


and favourable conſtruction as in common 
equity ought to be allowed to all human Wri- 

' tings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Au- 
thority, and even to the very belt Tranſla- 
tions of the holy Scripture itlelf, _ 

Our general aim therefore in this under- 
taking was, not to gratify this or that party 
in any their unreaſonahle demands; but to do 
that, which to our beſt underſtandings, we 
conceived might moſt tend to the preſerva- 
tion of Peace and Unity in the Church ; the 

rocuring of Reve1 ence, and exciting of 

ber and Devotion in the publick Worthip 

of ; and the cutting ott occaſion from 

thera that ſcek occaſion of cavil, or quariel 
againſt the Liturgy of the Church. And as 
to the ſeveral variations irom the former 
Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or 
otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give this general 
account, That molt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the betrer direction of 
them that are to officiate in any part ot Di- 
vine Service; which is chiefly done in the Ca- 
lendars and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the 
wore proper expreſſing of ſome words cr 
phraſes of ancient uſage in terms more ſuit- 
able to the language ot the preſent times, 
and the clearer explanation of ſome other 
words and phraſes, that were either of doubt- 
ful tignification, or otherwiſe liable to miſ- 
conſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perſect 
rendering of ſuch ions of holy Scripture, 
as ate inſerted into the Liturgy ; which, in 
the Epiſties and Goſpels eſpecially, and in 
fundry other places, are now orde:ed to be 
read according to the laſt Tranſlation; and

that it was thought convenient, that ſome 
Prayers and Thankfgivings, fitted to ſpecial 
occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places; 
particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with 
an Office tor the Baptiſm ot ſuch as are of 
riper years; which, although not ſo neceſ- 
ſary when the former was compiled, 
yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, through 
the licentiouſneſs of the late times crept in 
amongſt us, is now become neceſſary, and 
may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Na- 
tives in our Plantations, and others converted 
to the Faith, If any man, who thall defire a 
moreparticular account of the ſeveral Alter- 
ations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take 
the —— compare the preſent Book with 
the former ; we douht not but the reaſon of 
the change may eaſily appear. 
And having thus endeavoured to diſc 

our duties in this weighty Affair, as in t 
hzht of God, and to approve our ſincerit y 
therein (fo far as lay in us) to the conſciences 
of all men; although we know it impoſſiſ de 
in ſuch variety of fions, humours, 
and intereſts, as are in the world)to pleaſe all; 
nor can expect that men of ſactious, Ah 
and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatished with 
any thing that can be done in this kind by 
any other than themſetves: Yet we have 
== hope, that what is here preiented, and 

ath been by the Convocations of both Pro- 
vinces with great chligerce examined and ap- 
proved, will be alſo well accepted and ap- 
proved, by all ſober, peaceable, and truly 
— EIN Sons of the Church of Ex- 


Here was never ahy thing by the wit of 
man ſo welldeviſed, or ſo ſure eſtabliſh- 
ed, whic!; in continuance of time, hath not 
been corrvpted ; As, among other things, it 
may plainly appear by the Common Prayers 
in the Church, commonly called Divine ben 
ice. The firit original a und whereof, if 
any man would ſearch out by the ancient Fa- 
thers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was not 
erdained but of a good purpoſe, and for a 
great advancement of god'ineſs. For they ſo 
ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible 
(or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould he read 
over once every year; intending thereby, that 
the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Mi- 
niſters in the congregation, ſhould (hy often 
reading, and meditation in God s word} be 
ſtirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and be 
more able to exhort others by wholſome 
Doctrine, and to confute them that were 
adverſaries to the Truth ; and further, that 
the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture 
read in the Church) might continually profit 
more and more in the knowledge of God, 
and be the more inflamed with the love of 
1 ys Renton. N 2 
ut theſe many years this god 

and decent Order of The 2 Fathers bath 
been fo altered, broken and neglected, by 
planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain 
Repetitions,Commemcrations and Synodals; 
that commonly when any Book of the Bible 
was begun, aiter three or four were 
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read out, all the reſt were unread. And in 


this ſort the Book of Iuiab was begun in 4 
dent, and the Book of Genes: in Stuart, 
but they were only a d never 


through: Aſter like fort were other Books 
of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, where- 
as St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken 
to the people in the Church, as they mizht 
underſtand, and have profit by hearing the 
ſame 3 The Service in this Church of England 
theſe many years hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underſtand not : ſo 
that they have heard with their ears only, 
and their heart, ſpirit and mind have not 
been ediſied thereby. And furthermore, not- 
withſtanding that the arcient Fathers, have 
divided the alm into ſeven Portions, where- 
of every one was called a Nosfturn: Now of 
late time a ſew of them have been daily ſaid, 
and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardneſs of the Rulescalled the 
Pie, and the manitold changings of the Scr- 
vice, was the cauſe, that to turn the Book 
only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more butineſs to nd 
out what ſhould be read, than to read it when 
it was ſound out. 

eſe inconveniencies therefore confider- 
ed, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, whereby 
the ſame ſhall be redretſed. And tor a readi- 
nefs in this matter, here is drawn out a Ca- 
lendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and 
eaſy to be underitood ; wherein (fo much as 
may be; tlic of the boly Scripture 1s 
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fo ſet forti1, that all things (hall be done in 
order, without n piece from an- 

other. For this cauſe be cut off Anthems, 
Retponds, Imvitatories, and ſuch like things 
as did break the continual courſe of-the read- 
ing of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that 
of neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules; there- 
fore certain Rules are here let forth ; which, 
as they are few in number, ſo they ate plain 
and eaſy to be underſtocd. do that here you 
have an Order for Prayer, and for the read- 
ing of the holy Scripture, much agreeable to 
the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and 
a great deal more. profitable and commodi- 
ous, than that which of late was uſed, It is 
more profitable, hecauſe here are left out 
many things, whereof ſome ate untrue, ſome 
vnce! tam, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious ; and 
— is ordained to be read, but the very 
pure-Word of God, the holy Scripture, or 
that which is agreeable tothe ſame; and that 
in fuch a Language and Order as is molt 
eaſy and plain for the underſtanding beth of 
the Readers and Hearers. It is allo more 
eommodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, 
and for the plainneſs ot the Otder, and for 
that the h ules be few and eaſy. , 

And whereas heretofore there hath been 
treat diverſity in ſaying and finging in 
Churches within this Rea'm ; ſome following 
Salisbury Ute, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome tlie 
Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome of Lincoln ; 
now from henceforth all the whole Realm 
ſhall have hut one Ufe. ; 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plain- 


ly ſet forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe 
and practice of the 1ame ; to appeaſe all ſuch 
diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution 
of all doubts, concerning tlie nganner how to 
underſtand, do, and execute the things con · 
tained in this Book; the parties that ſo 
doubt, or diverſly take an thing, ſhall al- 
way reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, who 
by Is diſcretion ſhall take order for the 

uieting and appeaſing of the ſame; ſo that 
the ſame order be not contrary to any thin 
contained in this Book. And if the Biſhop o 
the Dioceſe be in dovht, then he may fend 
for the reſolution to the Archbiſhop, 


„T Hough it be appointed, That all things 
d ſhall he read and ſung inthe Church in 
I the Engliſh Tongue, to the end that the con-

Of Ceremonies, Why ſome be abolifhed, and ſome retained, 


F ſuch Ceremenics as be uſed in the 
Church, and have had their beginning 
by tlie inſtitution ot man, ſome at the firft 
were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, 
and yet at length turned to vanity and ſu- 
perſtition : Sonie entered into the Church by 
undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch zeal as was 
without knowledge; and for becauſe they 
were winked at in the beginning, they grew 
daily to more and more Abuſes, which not 
only for ther unprofitablereſs, but allo he- 
cane they have much blinded the people, 
and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy 
to be cut away, and clean rej: Red ; Other 
there be, which although they have been de- 
viſed by man, yet it is thouglit good toreſerve 
them till, as well for a decent Order in the. 
Church (tor the which they were fuſt de- 
viſed) as becauſe they pertain to edification, 
whereunto all things done in the Church (as 
the Apoſtle teachech) ought to be referred, 
And although-the keeping or omitting of 
a Ceremony, in itſelf conftdered, is but a 
fmall thing ; yet the wilful and contemptuous 
ti anſgreſſion and breaking of a common 
det and Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence be- 
fore God. Let all things be done among you, 
faith St. Paul, in a /ee;uly and due Order: The 
appointment of which Order pertaineth not 
to private men; therefore no man ouglit to 
"take in hand, nor pretume to appoint or al- 
ter any publick or common Order in Chritt's 
Church, except he be lawfully called and au- 
thorized thereunto, 
c 


And whereas in this our time, the minds 
of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it a 
great matter of Conſcience to depart from a 

iece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they 

e ſo addicted to their old cuſtoms ; and a- 

ain on the other ſide, ſome be ſo new fang- 

ed, that they would innovate all things, and 
ſo deſpiſe t he old, that nothing can like them, 
but that is new: it was thought expedient, 
not ſo much to have reſpe& how to pleaſe, 
and ſatisfy either of theſe parties, as how to 

leaſe God, and profit them both. And yet 
eſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good 
reaſon might ſatisfy, here be certain cauſes 
rendered, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ce- 
remonies be put away, and ſome retained 
and kept ſtill. 

Some are put . becauſe the great ex- 
ceſs and multitude of them hath ſo increaſed 
in theſe latter days, that the burden of them 
was intolerable ; whereof St. Auguſtine in his 
time complained, that they were grown to 
ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian 
people was in worſe caſe concerning that 
matter, than were the Jews. And he coun- 
ſelled that fuch yoke and burden ſhould be 
taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to 
do it. But what would Saint Auguſtine have 
ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late 
days uſed among us; whereunto the multi- 


tude uſed in his time was not to be compare» 
ed? This our exceſſive muititude of Cere - 
monies was fo great, and many of them fo 
d more confound and dark- 

| en, 


dark, that they 
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en, chan declare and ſet forth Chriſt's henefits 
unto us, And beſides this, Chriſt's Goſpel is 
not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Ae 
Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God, 
not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, but 
in the freedom of the Spirit ; bring content 
only with thoſe Ceremonies, which do ſerve 
to a decent Order and godl 1 and 
ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull mind of 
man to the remembrancę ot his duty to God, 
by ſome notable and ſpecial Ggnification, 
whereby he might be edified. Furthermore, 
the moſt weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment 
of certain Ceremonies was, That they were 
ſo far abuſed, partly by the ſuper/titious 
blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and 

artly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
— ut more their own lucre, than the Gry 
of God, that the abuſes could not ell be tak - 
en away, the thing remaining ſtill. 

But now as concerning thoſe Perſons, 
which peradventure will be oftended, for that 
ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtil]; 
If they conſider that without ſome Ceremo- 
nies it is not poſſible to keep any order or 

viet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall ea- 
fly perceive juſt cauſe to reform their judge - 
ments. And if they think much, that any 
of the old do remain, and would rather have 
all deviſed anew: then wch men granting 
ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſure- 
ly where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot reaſonable reprove the old only 
for their age, without bewraying of their 


— — — — 


own folly, For in ſuch a caſe they cught ta- 
ther to have reverence unto them for their 
Antiquity. if they will declare themſelves to 
be more ſtudious of Unity and Corcord, 
than ot Innovations and News-fanglenef,” 
which (as much as may be with true ſetting 
forth of Chiiſt's Religion) is always to be 
eſchewed. Furthermore, fuch ſhall have no 
juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be 
offended. For as thoſe he taken away which 
were moſt abuſed, and did burden men's 
Conſciences without any cauſe ; ſo the other 
that remain. are retained for a Diſcipline and 
Order, which (upon juſt Cauſes) may be al- 
tered and changed, and therefore are not to 
be eſtecmed equal with God's Law, And 
moreover, they te neither dark nor dumb 
Ceremonies, but are ſo ſet forth, that every 
man may underitand what they do mean, 
and to what uſe they do ferve. So that it is 
not hke that they in time to come ſhould be 
abuſed as others liave been. And in theſe 
our doings we condemn no other Nations, 
nor preſcribe any thing but ta our own people 
only: For we think it convenient, that, every 
Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they 
ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of God's 
Honour and Glory, ard to the reducing of 
the people to a — pare and godly liv- 
ing, without Error or Superſtition ; and that 
they ſhould put away other things, which 
from time to time they perceive to be moſt 
abuſed, as in men's Ordinances it often 
Cchanceth diverſly in divers Countries.

The Order how the Pſalter is appointed to be read. 


H E Pſalter ſhali be read through once 
every Month, as it is there appointed, 
both for Morning and Evenin Prayer. But 
in February it ſhall be read only to the twen- 
ty eighth or twenty ninth day of the Month. 
And whereas January, March, May, July, 
Auguft, oclober, and Decemb:'y have One and 
thirty days apiece; It is Ordered, that the 
fame Pſa!ms ſhall be read the laſt Day of the 
ſaid Months, which were read the day be- 
fore : So that the Pſalter may On again 
the firſt day of the next Month enſuing. 
And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided 
into XXII 17 and is over- long to be 
read at one time; It is ſo ordered, that at 


one time ſhall not he read above four or five 
of the ſaid Pcrtions. 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of 
every ſuch part of the CXIX Pſalm, ſhall be 
repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son d to 
the Holy G'oft ; 

Az it <v43 in the beginnirg, is now, and ever 
all be : world without end. Amen. 


Note, that the Pſalter followeth the Divi- 
ſion of the Hebrews, and the Tranſlation ot

of our father Abraham, which 
he had being yet uncircum- 
ciſed. For the promiſe, that he 
ſhould be the heir of the world, 
was not to Abraham, or to his 
ſeed, through the law, but 
through the righteouſneſs of 
faith. For if they which are 


of the law be heirs, faith is 


made void, and the promiſe 
made of none effect.

ND it came to pals, as the 
angels were gone away 

from them into heaven, the 
ſhepherds ſaid one to another, 
Let us now go even unto Beth- 
lehem, and ſee this thing which 
is come to paſs, which the Lord 
hath made known unto us.

may come and worſhip him alſo. 
When they had heard the king, 
they departed; and, lo, the ſtar 
which they ſaw in the eaſt, went 
before them, till it came and 
ſtood over where the young

child was. When they ſaw the 
ſtar, theyrejoiced withexceeding 
great joy. And when they were 
come into the houſe, they faw 
the young child with Mary his 
mother, and fell down, and wor- 
ſhipped him: and when they had 
opened their treaſures, they pre- 
ſented unto him gifts; gold, and 
frankincenſe, and myrrh.

E beſeech you, brethren,

„of God. Let no man deceive 
you with vain words: for be- 
cauſe of theſe things cometh 
the wrath of God upon the 
children of diſobedience. Be 
not ye therefore partakers with 
them. For ye were ſometimes 
darkneſs, but now are ye light 
in the Lord: walk as children 
of light: (for the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodneſs, and 
righteouſneſs, and truth; ) prov- 
ing what is acceptable unto the 
Lord. And have no tellowſhip * 
with the unfruitful works of 
darkneſs, but rather reprove 
them. For it is a ſhame even 
to ſpeak of thoſe things which 
are done of them in ſecret. But 
all things that are reproved, 

are made manifeſt by the light: 

for whatſoever doth make ma- 
nifeſt is light. Wherefore he 
ſaith, Awake thou that ſleep- 


eſt, and ariſe from the dead, 
and Chriſt ſhall give thee light. 


The Goſpel. S. Luke 11. 14. 
7 was caſting out a 


devil, and it was dumb. 
And it came to paſs, when the 
devil was gone out, the dumb 
ſpake; and the people wonder- 
ed. But ſome of them faid, He 
caſteth out devils through Beet- 
zebub the chief of the devils. 
And others, tempting him, 
ſought of him a ſign from hea- 
ven. But he, knowing their 
thoughts, ſaid unto them, Eve- 
ry kingdom divided againſt it- 
ſelf is brought to deſolation; 
and a houſe divided againſt a 
houfefalleth. If Satan alſo be di- 
vided againſt himſelf, how fhall 
his kingdom ſtand? becauſe ye 
ſay that I caſt out devils through 
Beelzebub. And it I by Beelze- 
bub caſt out devils, by whom do 
your fons caſt them out? ther 
fore ſhall they be your judges. 
But if I with the finger of God 
caſt out devils, no doubt the 
kingdom of God 1s come upon 
you. When a ſtrong man 


armed keepeth his palace, his 


goods are in peace: but when 
a ſtronger than he thall come 
upon him, and overcome him, 
he taketh from him all his ar- 
mour wherein he truſted, and 
divideth his ſpoils. He that 
is not with me 1s againſt me: 
and he that gathereth not with 
me

me ſcattereth. When the un- 
clean ſpirit is gone out of a man, 
he walketh through dry places, 
ſeeking reſt; and finding none, 
he ſaith, I will return unto my 
houſe whence I came out. And 
when he cometh, he ſindeth it 
ſwept and garnithed. Then go- 
eth he, and taketh to him ſeven 
other ſpirits more wicked than 
himſelf; and they enter in, and 
dwell there: and the laſt ſtate of 
that man is worſe than the firſt. 
And it came to pals, as he ſpake 
theſe things, a certain woman of 
the company lifted up her voice, 
and {aid unto him, Bleſſed is the 
womb that bare thee, and the 
— which thou haſt ſucked. 

ut he ſaid, Yea rather, bleſſed 
are they that hear the word of 
God, and keep it.

For it 1s written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that beareſt not; break 
forth and cry, thouthattravaileſt 
not: for the deſolate hath many 
more children than ſhe which 
hath an huſband. Now we, 
brethren, as Iſaac, was, are the 
children of promiſe.

Nevertheleſs what 
ſaith the ſcripture? Caſt our 


the bondwoman and her fon: 


for the ſon of the bondwoman

One of his 
diſciples, Andrew, Simon Pe- 
ter's brother, ſaith unto him, 
There is a lad here, which hath 
five barley loaves, and two 
ſmall fiſnes: but what are they 
among ſo many? And Jeſus 
ſaid, Make the men fit down. 
Now there was much graſs in 
the place. So the men ſat down, 
in number about five thouſand. 
And Jeſus took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks, he 


diſtributed to the diſciples, and 


the diſciples to them that were 
ſet down; and likewiſe of the 
fiſhes as much as they would. 
When they were filled, he ſaid 
unto his diſciples, Gather up 
the fragments that remain; that 
nothing be loſt. Therefore 
they gathered them together, 


and filled twelve baſkets with 
the fragments of the five bar- 
ley loaves, which remained 
over and above unto them that 
had eaten. Then thoſe men, 
when they had ſeen the miracle 
that Jeſus did, ſaid, This is of 
a truth that prophet that ſhould 
come into the world.

to Pontius Pilate the governor, 


Then Judas, which had betrayed 
him, when he ſaw that he was 
condemned, repented himſelt, 
and brought again the thirty 
pieces of filver to the chict 
prieſts and elders, ſaying, | 
have ſinned, in that I have 
betrayed the innocent blood, 
And they ſaid, What is that to 
us? ſee thou to that. And he 
caſt down the pieces of ſilver in 
the temple, and departed, and 
went and hanged himſelf. And 
the chief prieſts took the filver 
pieces, and ſaid, It is not lau- 
ful for to put them into the 
treaſury, becauſe it is the price 
of blood. And they took coun- 
ſel, and bought with them the 
potter's field, to bury ſtranger 
in. Wherefore that field wa: 
called, The field of blood, unto 
this day. Then was fulfilled 
that which was ſpoken by Jere- 
my the prophet, ſaying, And 
they took the thirty pieces 0! 
ſilver, the price of him that 
was valued, whom they of the 
children of Iſrael did value; 
and gave them for the potter 
field, as the Lord appointed 
me. And Jetus ſtood before 
the governor: and the gove- 

nor aſked him, ſaying, Art tho! 
the King of the Jews? And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou fſar- 

eſt. And when he was acculct 
of the chief prieſts and elders, 
he anſwered nothing. The: 
ſaid Pilate unto him, Hand 
thou

thou not how many things 
they witneſs againſt thee? And 
he anſwered him to never a 
word; inſomuch that the go- 
vernor marvelled greatly. Now 
at that feaſt the governor was 
wont to releaſe unto the peo- 
ple a priſoner, whom they 
would. And they had then a 
notable priſoner, called Barab- 
bas. Therefore when they were 
gathered together, Pilate ſaid 
unto them, Whom will ye that 
{ releaſe unto you? Barabbas, 
or Jeſus which is called Chriſt? 
For he knew that for envy 
they had delivered him. When 
he was ſet down on the judge- 
ment ſeat, his wife ſent unto 
him, ſayi ing, Have thou nothing 
to do with that juſt man: for 1 
have ſuffered many things this 
day in a dream becaule of him. 
But the chief prieſts and elders 
perſuaded the multitude that 
they ſhould aſk Barabbas, and 
deſtroy Jeſus. The governor 
anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ve 
that I releaſe unto you? They 
{aid, Barabbas. Pilate faith un- 
to them, What {hali I do then 
with Jeſus which is called 
Chriſt? They all ſav unto him, 
Let him be crucified. And the 
governor ſaid, Why, what evil 
hath he done? But they cried 
out the more, faving, Let him 
be crucified. When Pilate fa 
that he could prevail nothing, 


but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and waſh- 
ed his hands before the multi- 
tude, ſaying, I am innocent of 
the blood of this juſt perſon: 
ſee ye to it. Then anſwered all 
the people, and ſaid, His blood 
be on us, and on our children. 
Then releaſed he Barabbas un- 


to them: and when he had 
ſcourged Jefus, he delivered 


him to be crucified. Then the 
ſoldiers of the governor took 
Jeſus into the common hall, 
and gathered unto him the 
whole band of ſoldiers. And 
they ſtripped him, and put on 
him a ſcarlet robe. And when 
they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked 
him, faying, Hail, king of the 
Jews! and they ſpit upon him, 
and took the reed, and {mote 
him on the head. And after 
that they had mocked him, they 
took the robe off from him, 
and put his own raiment on 
him, and led him away to 
crucity him. And as they came 
out, they found a man of Cy- 
rene, Simon by name: him 8 
compelled to bear his croſs. 
And wlien they were come 


unto a place called Golgot ha, 
that 15 to fay, A place of a ſkull, 
they gave him vinegar to dnak. 
mingled with gall: and when he 

had

had taſted thereof, he would 


not drink. And they crucified 
him, and parted his garments, 
caſting lots: that it might be 
fulfilled, which was ſpoken by 
the prophet, They parted my 
garments among them, and 
upon my veſture did they caſt 
Jots. And fitting down, they 
watched him there; and ſet up 
over his head his accuſation 
written, THIS IS JESUS 
THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him, one 
on the right hand, and another 
on the left. And they that paſſ- 
ed by reviled him, wagging 
their heads, and ſaying, Thou 
that deſtroyeſt the temple, and 
buildeſt it in three days, fave 
thyſelf. If thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the 
croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chief 
prieſts mocking him, with the 
{cribes and elders, ſaid, He 
ſaved others; himſelf he cannot 
ſave. If he be the King of Iſ- 
rael, let him now come down 
from the croſs, and we will be- 
heve him. He truſted in God; 
let him deliver him now, if he 
will have him: for he ſaid, J am 
the Son of God. The thieves 
allo, which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the ſixth hour there 
was darkneſs over all the land 


_ unto the ninth hour. And 


about the ninth hour Jeſus cri- 


ed with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani ? that 
is to tay, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? 
Some of them that ſtood there, 
when they heard that, ſaid, 
This man calleth for Elias. 
And ftraightway one of them 
ran, and took a ſpunge, and 
filled it with vinegar, and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink. The reſt ſaid, Let be, 
let us ſee whether Elias will 
come to ſave him. Jeſus, when 
he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghoſt. 
And, behold, the vail of the 
temple was rent in twain, from 
the top to the bottom; and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks 
rent; and the graves were open- 
ed; and many bodies of ſaints 
which ſlept aroſe, and came out 
of the graves after his reſurrec- 
tion, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centurion, and 
they that werewith him, watch- 
ing Jeſus, ſaw the earthquake, 
andthoſe things that were done, 
they feared greatly, ſaying, 
Truly this was the Son of God.

Wherefore art thou red in 
thine apparel, and thy gar- 
ments like him that treadeth 
in the winefat? 1 have trodden 
the winepreſs alone; and of 
the people there was none with 
me: for I will tread them in 
mine anger, and trample them 
in my fury; arid their blood 
ſhall be ſprinkled upon my 


garments, and I will ſtain all 


my raiment. For the day of 
vengeance is in mine heart, and 
the year of my. redeemed ts 
come. And I looked, and there 
was none to help; and I won- 
dered that there was none to up- 
hold: therefore mine own arm 
brought ſalvation unto me; and

FTER two days was the 
EA feaſt of the paſſover, and 
of unleavened bread: and the 
chief prieſts and the ſcribes 
ſought how they might take 
him by craft, and put him to 
death.

And be- 
ing in Bethany in the houſe 
of Simon the leper, as he fat 
at meat, there came a woman 
having an alabaſter box of 
ointment of ſpikenard very 
precious; and ſhe brake the 
rem and poured it on his head.

And they nurmured againſt 
her. And' Jeſus ſaid, Let her 
alone; why trouble ye her ?

ways. She hath done what ſhe 


could: ſhe is come aforehand 
to anoint my body to the bury- 
ing.

hath done ſhall be ſpoken of 
for a memorial of her. And Ju- 
das Iſcariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief prieſts, to 
betray him unto them. And 
when they heard it, they were 
glad, and promiſed to give him 
money. And he ſought how he 
might conveniently betray him. 
And the firſt day of unleavened 
bread, when they killed the paſſ- 
over, his diſciples ſaid unto him. 
Where wilt thou that we go 
and prepare that thou mayeſt 
eat the paſſover? and he ſend- 
eth forth two of his diſciples, 
and faith unto them, Go ye into 
the city, and there ſhall mect 
you a man bearing a pitcher of 
water: follow him. And where- 
ſoever he ſhall go in, ſay ye to 
the goodman of the houſe, 
The maſter faith, Where is the 
gueſtchamber, where I hal! 
eat the paſſover with my diſci- 
e 


ples? And he will ſhew you 
a large upper room furniſhed 
and prepared: there make ready 
for us. And his diſciples went 


forth, and came into the city, 


and found as he had ſaid unto 
them: and they made ready 
the paſſover. And in the even- 
ing he cometh with the twelve. 
And as they ſat and did eat, 
Jeſus ſaid, Verily I ſay unto 
you, One of you which eateth 
with me ſhall betray me. And 
they began to be ſorrowſul, 
and to ſay unto him one by 
one, Is it I? and another ſaid, 
Is it I? And. he anſwered and 
ſaid unto them, It is one of the 
twelve, that dippeth with me in 
the diſh. The Son of man in- 
deed goeth, as it 1s written of 
him: but woe to that man by 
whom the Son of man 1s be- 
trayed! good were it for that 
man if he had never been born. 
And as they did eat, Jeſus took 
bread, and bleſſed, and brake 
it, and gave to them, and ſaid, 
Take, eat: this is my body. 


And he took the cup, and 


when he had given thanks, he 


gave it to them: and they all 


drank of it. And he ſaid unto 


them, This is my blood of the 


new teſtament, which is ſhed 
for many. Verily I ſay unto 
you, I will drink no more of 


the fruit of the vine, until that 


day that I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And when 
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they had ſung an hymn, they 
went out into the mount of 
Olives. And Jeſus faith unto 
them, All ye ſhall be offended 
becauſe of me this night: for 
it 15 written, I will ſmite the 
ſhepherd, and the ſheep ſhall 
be ſcattered. But after that I 
am riſen, I will go before you 
into Galilee. But Peter faid 
unto him, Although all ſhall 
be offended, yet will not 1. 
And Jeſus faith unto him, Ve- 
rily J ſay unto thee, That this 
day, even 1n this night, before 
the cock crow twice, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. But he ſpake 
the more vehemently, If I 
ſhould die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wife. Like- 
wiſe alſo ſaid they all. And 
they came to a place which 
was named Gethſemane: and 
he faith to his diſciples, Sit ye 
here, while I ſhall pray. And 
he taketh with him Peter and 
James and .John, and began 
to be fore amazed, and to be 
very heavy; and ſaith unto 
them, My foul is exceeding 
ſorrowful unto death: tarry ye 
here, and watch. And he went 


forward a little; and fell on the 
ground, and prayed, that if it 


were poſſible, the hour might 
paſs from him. And he ſaid, 
Abba, Father, all things are 
poſſible unto thee; take away 
this cup from me: neverthe- 


leſs not what I will, but what 
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thou wilt. And he cometh, and 
findeth them ſleeping, and faith 
unto Peter, Simon, fleepeſt 
thou? couldeſt not thou watch 
one hour? Watch ye and pray, 
left ye enter into temptation. 
The ſpirit truly is ready, but 
the fleſh is weak. And again 
he went away, and prayed, and 
ſpake the ſame words. And 
phen he returned, he found 
them aſleep again: for their 
eyes were rr neither wiſt 
they what to anſwer him. And 
he cometh the third time, and 
ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your reſt: it is 
enough, the hour is come; be- 
hold, the Son of man is be- 
trayed into the hands of fin- 
ners. Riſe up, let us go; lo, 
he that betrayeth me is at hand. 
And immediately, while he 
yet ſpake, cometh Judas, one 
of the twelve, and with him a 
great multitude with {words 


and ſtaves, from the chief 


prieſts and the ſcribes and 
the elders. | And he that be- 
trayed him had given them a 
token, ſaying, Whomſoever 1 
hall kiſs, that ſame 1s he; take 
him, and lead, him away lafcly. 
Aud as ſoon as he was come, 
Be goeth ſtraighrway to him, 
and ſaith, Maſter; maſter; aud 
kifled him. And they laid their 
hands on him, and took him. 
And one of them that ſtood 
by drew 4 ſuord, and: {mote 
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a ſervant of the high prieſt, 
and cut off his ear. And je- 
ſus anſwered and ſaid unto 
them, Are ye come out, as 
againſt a thief, with ſwords and 
with ſtaves to take me? I was 
daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not: 
but the ſcriptures muſt be ful- 
filled. And they all -forſook 
him, and fled. And there fol- 
lowed him a certain young man, 
having a linen cloth caſt about 
his naked body; and the young 
men laid hold on him: and he 
left the linen cloth, and fled 
from them naked. And they 
led Jelus away to the high 
pneſt: and with him were aſ⸗ 
ſembled all the chief prieſts 


and the elders and the ſcribes. 


And Peter followed him afar 
off, even into the palace of the 
high prieſt: and he ſat with 
the ſervants, and warmed him- 
ſelf at the fire. And the chief 
prieſts and. all the council 
fought for witneſs againſt Jeſus 
to put him to death; and 
found none. For many bare 
falſe witneſs againſt him, but 
their witneſs agreed not toge- 
ther. And there aroſe certain, 
and bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, ſaying, We heard him 
ſay, I will deſtroy this temple 
that is made with hands, and 
within. three days I will build 
another made without hands. 
But neither ſo did their witnel: 

agree 
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igree together. And the high 


prieſt flood up in the midſt, 
and aſked Jeſus, ſaying, An- 
fwereſt thou nothing? what 1s 
it which theſe witneſs againſt 
thee? But he held his peace, 
and anſwered nothing. Again 
the high prieſt aſked him, and 
{aid unto him, Art thou the 
Chriſt, the Son of the Bleſſed? 
And Jeſus ſaid, I am: and ye 
ſhall fee the Son of man fit- 
ting on the right hand of pow- 
er, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. Then the high prieſt 
rent his clothes, and ſaith, 
What need we any further 
witneſſes? ye have heard the 
blaſphemy: what think ye? 
And they all condemned him 
to be guilty of death. And 
ſome began to ſpit on- him, and 
to cover his face, and to buffet 
him, and to ſay unto him, 
Propheſy: and the ſervants 
did ſtrike him with the palms 
of their hands. And as Peter 
was beneath in the palace, 
there cometh one of the maids 

of the high prieſt: and when 

ſhe ſaw Peter warming him- 

ſelf, ſhe looked upon him, and 
{aid, And thou alſo waſt with 
Jeſus of Nazareth. But he de- 

nied, ſaying, I know not, nei- 

ther underſtand I what thou 

ſayeſt. And he went out into 

the porch; and the cock crew. 

And a maid ſaw him again, and 


began to fay to them that ſtood 


by, This is one of them. And 
he denied it again. And a little 
after, they that ſtood by ſaid 
again to Peter, Surely thou art 
one of them: for thou art a Ga- 
lilean, and thy ſpeech agreeth 
thereto. But he began to curſe 
and to ſwear, ſaying, I know not 
this man of whom ye ſpeak. 
And the ſecond time the cock 
crew. And Peter called to mind 
thewordthat Jeſus ſaid unto him, 
Before the cock crow twice, 
thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And 
when he thought thereon, he 
wept.

ND ftraightway in the 
morning the chief prieſts 


held a confultation with the. 


elders and ſcribes and the 
whole council, and bound Je- 
ſus, and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. And 
Pilate aſked him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he 
anſwering ſaid unto him, Thou 
ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts 


accuſed him of many things: 


but he anſwered nothing. And 
Pilate aſked him again, ſaying, 
Anſwereſt thou nothing? be- 
hold how many things they 
witneſs againſt thee. But Jefus 
yet anſwered nothing; ſo that 
Pilate marvelled. Now at that 
feaſt he releaſed unto them one 
priſoner, whomſocver they de- 
fired. And there was one nam- 


ed Barabbas, which lay bound 
with them that had made in- 
ſurrect ion with him, who had 
committed murder in the in- 
ſurrection. And the multitude 
crying aloud began to deſire 
him to do as he had ever done 
unto them. But Pilate anſwer- 
ed them, ſaying, Will ye that 
I releaſe unto you the King of 
the Jews? for he knew that 


the chief prieſts had delivered 
him for envy. But the chief 


prieſts moved the people, that 
he ſhould rather releaſe Ba- 
rabbas unto them. And Pilate 


anſwered and ſaid again unto. 
them, What will ye then that 


I ſhall do unto him whom ye 


call the King of the Jews? And 


they cried out again, Crucify 
him. Then Pilate ſaid unto 
them, Why, what evil hath he 
done? And they cried out the 
more exceedingly, Crucify him. 
And fo Pilate, willing to con- 
tent the people, releaſed Ba- 
rabbas unto them, and deliver- 
ed Jeſus, when he had ſcourg- 
ed him, to be crucified. And 
the ſoldiers led him away into 
the hall, called Pretorium; and 
they call together the whole 
band. And they clothed him 
with purple, and platted a 
crown of thorns, and put it 
about his head, and began to 
ſalute him, Hail, King of the 
Jews! and they ſmote him on 
the head with a reed, and did 

{pit 
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ſpit upon him, and bowing 
their knees worſhipped him. 
And when they had mocked 
him, they took off the purple 
from him, and put his own 
clothes on him, and led him 
out to crucify him. And they 
compel one Simon a Cyrenian, 
who paſſed by, coming out of 
the country, the father of 
Alexander and Rufus, to bear 
his croſs. And they bring him 
unto the place Golgotha, which 
is, being interpreted, The place 
of a ſkull. And they gave him 
to drink wine mingled with 
myrrh: but he received 1t not. 
And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, 
caſting lots upon them, what 
every man ſhould take. And 
it was the third hout, and they 
crucified him. And the ſuper- 
ſcription of his accuſation was 
written over, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And with 
him they crucify two thieves; 
the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. And the 
fcripture was fulfilled, which 
faith, And he was numbered 
with the tranſgreflors. And 
they that paſſed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and 
laying, Ah, thou that deſtroy- 
eſt the temple, and buildeſt it 
in three days, fave thyſelf, and 
come down from the crols. 
Likewiſe alfo the chief prieſts 
mocking ſaid among themiſelves 


with the ſcribes, He ſaved 
others; himſelf he cannot ſave. 
Let Chriſt the King of Itrael 
deſcend now from the croſs, 
that we may ſee. and believe. 
And they that were crucified 
with him reviled lim. And 
when the ſixth hour was come, 
there was darkneſs over the 
whole land until the ninth hour, 
And at the ninth hour Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachtham? . 
which 1s, being interpreted, My 
God, my God, why haſt thoy 
forſaken me? And ſome of them 
that ſtood by, when they heard 


it, faid, Behold, he calleth Eli- 


as. And one ran and filled a 
ſpunge full of vinegar, and put 
it on a reed, and gave him to 
drink, ſaying, Let alone; let us 
lee whether Elias will come to 
take him down. And Jeſus 


cried with a loud voice, and gave 


up the ghoſt. And the vail of 
the temple was rent in twain 
from the top to the bottom, 
And when the centurion, which 
ſtood over againſt him, ſaw that 
he ſo cried out, and gave up 
the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly thus 


man was the Son ot God. 
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The Epiſle. Hebr. 9. 16. 
HERE a teſtament 1s, 


| there muſt alin of ne- 
ceſſity be the death of the teſſa- 
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tor. For a teſtament i 15 of force 
after men are dead: otherwiſe 
it is of no ſtrength at all whilſt 
the teſtator liveth. Where- 
upon neither the firſt teſta- 
ment was dedicated without 
blood. For when Moſes had 
ſpoken every ptecept to all the 
people according to the law, 
he took the blood of calves 
and of goats, with water, and 


ſcarlet wool, and hyſſop, and 


ſprinkled both the book, and all 
the people, ſaying, This is the 
blood of the teſtament which 
God hath enjoined unto you. 


Moreover he ſprinkled likewiſe 
with blood both the tabernacle, 


and all the veſſels of the mini- 


ſtry. And almoſt all things 


are by the law purged with 
blood; and without ſhedding of 
blood is no remiſhon. It was 
therefore neceſſary that the 


patterns of things in the heavens 


ſhould be purified with theſe; 
but the heavenly things them- 
ſelves with better ſacrifices than 
For Chriſt is not en- 
tered into the holy places made 
with hands, which are the fi- 
gures of the true; but 1 into hea- 
ven itſelf, now to appear in the 
preſence of God for us: nor yet 
that he ſhould offer himſelf of- 
ten, as the high prieſt entereth 
into the holy place every year 


with blood of others; for then 


muſt he often have ſuffered 
fince the foundation of the 


twelve. 
and communed with the chief 


world: but now once in the 
end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away ſin by the 
ſacrifice of himſelf. And as it 
is appointed unto men once to 
die, but after this the judge- 
ment: ſo Chriſt was once offered 
to bear the ſins of many; and 
unto them that look for him 
ſhalt he appear the ſecond time 
without ſin unto ſalvation. 


The Cel S. Luke 22. 1. 
OW the feaſt of unlea- 


vened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the Paſſover. 
And the chief prieſts and 
icribes ſought how they might 
kill him; for they feared the 
people. Then entered Satan 
into Judas ſurnamed Iſcariot,

you, bearing a pitcher of wa- 
ter; follow him 1nto the houſe 
where he entereth in. And ye 
ſhall ſay unto the goodman 
of the houſe, The maſter ſaith 
unto thee, Where is the gueſt- 
chamber, where I ſhall ear the 
paſſover with my diſciples? 
And he ſhall ſhew you a large 
upper room furniſhed: there 
make ready. And they went, 
and found as he had ſaid unto 
them: and they made ready 
the paſſover. And when the 
hour was come, he ſat down, 
and the twelve apoſtles with 
him. And he ſaid unto them, 
With defire I have defired to 
eat this paſſover with you be- 
fore I ſuffer: for I fay unto 
you, I will not any more eat 
thereof, until it be fulfilled in 
the kingdom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave thanks, 
and ſaid, Take this, and divide 
it among yourſelves: for 1 
lay unto you, I will not drink 
of the fruit of the vine, until 
the kingdom of God thall 
come. And he took bread, and 
gave thanks, and brake it, and 
gave unto them, ſaying, This 
is my body which is given for 
you: this do in remembrance 
ot me. Likewiſe alſo the cup 


after ſupper, ſaying, This cup 
is the new teſtament in my 


blood, which is ſhed for you. 
But, behold, the hand of him 
that betrayeth me is with me 
on the table. And truly the 
Son of man goeth, as it was 
determined: but woe unto that 
man by whom he 1s betrayed! 
And they began to enquire 
among themſelves, which of 
them it was that ſhould do this 
thing. And there was alſo a 
ſtrife among them, which of 
them ſhould be acounted the 
greateſt. And he ſaid unto 
them, The kings of the Gen- 
tiles exerciſe lordſhip over 
them; and they that exerciſe 
authority upon them are call- 
ed benefactors. But ye ſhall 
not be ſo: but he that 1s great- 
eſt among you, let him be as 
the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth ſerve. For 
whether 1s greater, he that fit- 
teth at meat, or he that ſerv- 
eth? is not he that ſitteth at 
meat? but I am among you as 
he that ſerveth. Ye are they 
which have continued with me 
in my temptations. And I ap- 
point unto you a kingdom, as 
my Father hath appointed un- 
to me; that ye may eat and 
drink at my table in my king- 
dom, and fit on thrones judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of IIxael. 
And: the Lord ſaid, Simon, 
Simon, behold, Satan hath de- 
hired to have you, that he may 
ſift you as wheat: but I have 

prayed 


prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not: and when thou art 
converted, NN thy bre- 
thren. And he ſaid unto him, 
Lord, J am ready to go with 
thee, both into priſon, and to 
death. And he x id, I tell thee, 
Peter, the cock ſhall not crow 
this day, before that thou ſhalt 
thrice deny that thou knoweſt 
me. And he ſaid unto them, 
When I ſent you without 
purſe, and ſcrip, and ſhoes, 
lacked ye any thing? And they 
ſaid, Nothing. Then faid he 
unto them, But now, he that 
hath a purſe, let him take it, 
and likewiſe his ſcrip: and he 
that hath no ſword, let him 
fell his garment, and buy one, 

For I ſay unto you, that this 
that 15 written muſt yet be 
accompliſhed in me, And he 
was reckoned among the tranſ- 

greſſors: for the things con- 
cerning me have an end. And 
they ſaid, Lord, behold, here 
are two ſwords. And he ſaid 
unto them, It js enough. And 
he came out, and went, as he 
was wont, to the mount of 
Olives; and his diſciples alſo 
followed him. And when he 
was at the place, he ſaid unto 
them, Pray that ye enter not 
into temptation. And he was 
withdrawn from them about a 
ſtone's caſt, and kneeled down, 
and prayed, laying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this 
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cup from me: nevertheleſs 
not my will, but thine, be 
done. And there appeared an 
angel unto him, from- heaven, 
ſtrengthening him. And being 
in an agony he prayed more 
earneſtly: and his ſweat was 
as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground. 
And when he roſe up from 
prayer, and was come to his 
diſciples, he found them ſleep- 
ing for ſorrow, and faid unto 
them, Why ſleep ye? riſe and 
pray, leſt ye enter into tempta- 
tion. And while he yet ſpake, 
bebold a ws arr and he 
that was called Judas, one of 
the twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto Jeſus to 
kiſs him. But Jefus ſaid unto 
him; Judas, betrayeſt thou the 
Son of man with a kiſs? When 
they which were about him 
ſaw what would follow, they ſaid 
unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite 
with the ſword? And one of 
them {mote a ſervant of the 
high prieſt, and cut off his 
right ear. And Jeſus anſwered 
and ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. 
And he touched his ear, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus faid 
unto the chief prieſts, and cap- 
tains of the temple, and the 
elders, which were come to him, 
Be ye come out, as againſt a 
thief, with ſwords and ftaves? 
When 1 was daily with you 
in the e ye ſtretched 

forth 
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forth no hands againſt me: 
but this is your hour, and the. 
power of darkneſs. Then took 
they him, and led him, and 
brought him into the high 
prieſt's houſe. And Peter fol- 
lowed afar off. And when the 
had kindled a fire in the mi 

of the hall, and were ſet down 
together, Peter ſat down among 
them. But acertainmaid beheld 
him as he fat by the fire, and 
earneſtly looked upon him, and 
ſaid, This man was alſo with 
him. Andhedeniedhim, ſaying, 
Woman, I know him not. And 
after a little while another ſaw 
him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo of 
them. And Peter ſaid, Man, I 
am not. And about the ſpace of 
one hour after another confi- 
dently affirmed, ſaying, Of a 
truth this fellow alſo was with 
him: for he is a Galilean. And 
Peterſaid, Man, [know not what 
thou ſayeſt. And immediately. 
while he yet ſpake, the cock 
crew. And the Lord turned, and 
looked upon Peter. And Peter 
remembered the word of the 
Lord, how he had ſaid unto him, 
Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice. And Peter 
went out, and wept bitterly. 
And the men that held Jeſus 
mocked him, and ſmote him. 
And when they had blindfold- 
ed him, they ſtruck him on the 
lace, and aſked him, ſaying, 
Propheſy, who is it that {mote 


thee? And many other things 
blaſphemouſly ſpake they againſt 
him. And as ſoon as it was 
day, the elders of the people 
and the chief prieſts and the 
ſcribes came together, and led 
him into their council, ſaying, 
Art thou the Chriſt? tell us. 
And he ſaid unto them, If I 
tell you, ye will not believe: 
and if I alſo aſk you, ye will 
not anſwer me, nor let me go. 
Hereafter ſhall the Son of man 
fit on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then faid they 
all, Art thou then the Son of 
God? And he {aid unto them, 
Ye fay that I am. And they 
ſaid, What need we any far- 
ther witneſs? for we ourlelves 
have heard of his own mouth.

N this that I declare unto 
you I praiſe. you not, that 
ye come together not for the 
better, but for the worſe.

to one place, this is not to eat 
the Lord's ſupper. For in eat- 
ing every one taketh before 
other his own ſupper: and 
one is hungry, and another 1s 
drunken. What? have ye not 
houſes to eat and to drink in? 
or deſpiſe ye the church of 


God, and ſhame them that 


have not? What ſhall I ſay to 
you? ſhall I praiſe you in this? 
I praiſe you not. For I have 
received of the Lord that 
which alſo I delivered unto 
you, That the Lord Jefus the 
fame night in which he was be- 
trayed took bread: and when 
he had given thanks, he brake 
it, and faid, Take, cat: this 1s 
my body, which is broken for 
you: this do in remembrance 
of me. After the ſame manner 
alto he took the cup, when he 
had ſupped, ſaying, This cup 
is the new teſtament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye 
drink it, in remembrance of 
me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread, and drink this cup, ye 
do ſhew the Lord's death till 
he come. Wherefore whoſo- 
ever ſhall eat this bread, and 
drink this cup of the Lord, un- 
worthily, ſhall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord: 
But let a man examine himſelf, 
and ſo let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup. For he 
that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eatcth and drinketh 


damnation to himſelf, not dif- 
cerning the Lord's body. For 
this cauſe many are weak and 
ſickly among you, and many 
ſleep. For if we would judge 
ourſelves, we ſhould not be 
judged. But when we are judg- 
ed, we are chaſtened of the 
Lord, that we ſhould not be 
condemned with the world. 
Wherefore, my brethren, when 
ye come together to eat, tarry 
one for another. And if any 
man hunger, let him eat at 
home; that ye come not to- 
gether unto condemnation. 
And the reſt will I fet-in order 
when I come.

THE whole multitude of 
A. them aroſe, and led him 
unto Pilate. And they began to 
accule him, ſaying, We found 
this fellow perverting the na- 
tion, and forbidding to give 
tribute to- Cefar, ſaying that 
he himſelf is Chriſt a King. 
And Pilate aſked him, ſaying, 
Art thou the King of the Jews? 
And he anſwered him and 
ſaid, Thou fayeſt it. Then ſaid 
Pilate to the chief prieſts and 
to the people, I find no fault 
m this man. And they werc 


the more. fierce, faying, He 
ftirreth up the people, teach- 
ing throughout all Jewry, be- 
ginnin 
Place. 


from Galilee to this 
When Pilate heard of 
Gali- 
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Galilee, he aſked whether the 
man were a Gahlean. And as 
ſoon as he knew that he be- 
longed unto Herod's juriſdic- 
tion, he ſent him to Herod, 
who himſelf. was alſo at Jeru- 
falem at that time. And when 
Herod ſaw Jeſus; he was ex- 
ceeding glad: for he was defir- 
ous to ſec him of a long ſeaſon, 
becauſe he' had heard many 
things of him; and he hoped 
to have ſeen ſome miracle done 
by him. Then he queſtioned 
with him in many words; but 
he anſwered him nothing. And 
the chief priefts and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed 
him. And Herod with his men 
of war ſet him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arrayed him 
in a gorgeous robe, and ſent 
him again to Pilate. And the 
ſame day Pilate. and Herod 
were made friends together: 
for before they were at enmity 
between themſelves. And Pi- 
late, when he had called toge- 
ther the chief prieſts and the 
rulers and the people, ſaid unto 
them, Ve have brought this 
man unto me, as one that per- 
verteth the people: and, be- 
hold, I, having examined him 
before you, have found no fault 
in this man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him: 
No, nor yet Herod: for I ſent 
you to him; and, lo, nothing 
worthy of death is done unto

him, I will therefore chaſtiſe 
him, and releaſe him. (For of 
neceſſity he muſt releaſe one 
unto them at the feaſt.) Ang 
they cried out all at once, ſay® 
ing, Away with this man, and 
releaſe unto us Barabbas: (who 
for a certain ſedition made in 
the city, and for murder, was 
caſt into priſon.) Pilate there. 
fore, willing to releaſe Jeſus, 
ſpake again to them. But they 
cried, ſaying, Crucify him, 
crucify him. And he ſaid un- 
to them the third time, Why, 
what evil hath he done? I 
have found no cauſe of death 
in him: I will therefore chaſ- 
tiſe him, and let him go. And 


they were inſtant with loud 


voices, requiring that he might 
be crucified: and the voices 
of theft and of the chief prieſts 
prevailed. And Pilate gave ſen+ 
tence that it ſhould be as they 
required. And he releaſed un- 
to them him that for ſedition 
and murder was caſt into pri- 
fon, whom they had deſired; 
Jeſus to their 
And as they led him 
away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon a Cyrenian, coming out 


of the country, and on him 


they laid the croſs, that he 
might bear it after Jeſus, And 
there followed him a great 
company of people, and of wo- 
men, which alſo bewailed and 


lamented him. But Jeſus turn- 


ng 


ing unto them ſaid; Daughters 
vf Jeruſalem, weep not for me, 
but weep for yourſelves, and for 
your children. For, behold, the 
Mays are coming, in the which 
they thall ſay, Bleſſed are the 
barren, and the wombs that ne- 
ver bare, and the paps which 
never gave luck. Then ſhall 
they begin to ſay to the moun- 
tains, Fall on us; and to the 
hills, Cover us. For if they do 
theſe things in a green tree, 
what ſhall:be done in the dry? 
And there were alſo two other 
malefactors led wich him to be 
put to death. And when they 
were come to the place, which 
is called Calvary, there they 
crucified him, and the male - 
factors, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left. Then 
{ad Jeſus, Father, forgive thein; 
for they. know not what they 
do. And chey parted his rai- 
ment, and caſt lots. And the 
ople ſtood beholding. And 
the rulers alſo with them derid- 
ed him, ſaying, He ſaved others; 
let hum fave himſelf, if he be 
Chriſt, the choſen of God. And 
the ſoldiers alſo mocked him, 
coming to him, and offering 
hun vinegar, and ſaying, If 
thou be the king of the Jews, 
ſave thyſelf. And a ſuperſcrip- 
tion allo was written over him 
in letters of Greek, and Latin, 
and Hebrew, 'THIS IS THE 


KING OF THE JEWS. 
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And one of the malefactors 
which were banged railed on 
him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, 
ſave thyſelf and us. But the 
other anſwering rebuked him, 
ſaying, Doſt thou not fear God, 
ſeeing thou art in the fame 
condemnation? And we indeed 
juſtly; for we receive the due 
reward of our deeds: bur this 
man hath done nothing amiſs. 
And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, 
remember me when thou 
comeſt into thy kingdom. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Verily 
I ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt 
thou be with me in naradile. 
And it was about the ſixth 
hour, and therè was  dark- 
neſs over all the earth until 
the ninth hour. And the ſun 
was darkened, and the vail of 
the temple was rent in the 
midſt. And when Jeſus had 
cried with a loud voice, he 
ſaid, Father, into thy hands 1 
commend my ſpirit: and hav- 
ing {aid thus, he gave up the 
ghoſt, Now when the centu- 
non faw what was done, he 
glorified God, laying, Certainly 
this was a righteous man. And 
all the people that came toge- 
ther to that fight, beholding the 
things which were done, ſmote 
their breaſts, and returned. 
And all his acquaintance, and 
the women that followed him 
from Galilee, ſtood afar off, 
beholding cheſe things. .

HE law having a ſhadow 

of good things to come, 

and not the very image of the 
things, can never with thoſe 
lacrifices which they, offered 
year by ycar continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect. 
For then would they not have 
ceaſed to be offered? becauſe 
that the worſhippers once 
purged ſhould have had no more 
conſcience of fins. But in thoſe 
facrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of ſins eve- 
ry year. For it is not poſſible 
that the blood of bulls and of 
oats ſhould take away figs, 
V herefore when he cometh in- 
to the world, he ſaith, Sacrifice 
and offering thou wouldeſt 
not, but a body haſt thou pre- 
pared me: in burnt offerings 
and ſacrifices for ſin thou haſt 
had no pleaſure. Then ſaid I, 
Lo, 1 come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me,) 
to do thy will, O God. Above 
when he ſaid, Sacrifice and of- 
fering and burnt offerings and 
f | offer- 


offering for fin thou wouldeſt 
hot, neither hadſt pleaſure 
therein; which are offered by 
the law; then ſaid he, Lo, I 
come to do thy will, O God. 
He taketh away the firſt, that 
he may "eſtabliſh the ſecond. 
By the which will we are ſanc- 
tified through the offering of 
the body of Jelus Chriſt once 
for all. And every prieſt ſtand- 
eth daily miniſtering and offer- 
ing oftentimes the fame ſacri- 
fices, which can never take 
away fins: but this man, after 
he had offered one ſacrifice for 
ſins, for ever ſat down on the 
right hand of God; from 
henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footſtool. 
For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that 
are ſanctified. Whereof the 
Holy Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs 
to us: for after that he had ſaid 
before, This 1s the covenant 
that Iwill make with them af- 
ter thoſe days, ſaith the Lord, 
I will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds wil 
I write them; and their fins 
and iniquities will I remember 
no more. Now where remiſ— 
hon of theſe is, there--1s no 
more offering for fin. Hav- 
ing therefore, brethren, bold- 
nels to enter into the holieſt 
by the blood of Jeſus, by a 
new and living way, which he 
hath conſecrated for us, through 
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the veil, that is to ſay, his fleſh; 
and having an high prieſt over 
the houſe of God; let us draw 
near with a true heart, in fall 
aſſurance of faith, having our 
hearts ſprinkled from an evil 
conſcience, and our bodies 
waſhed with pure water. Let 


us hold faſt the profeſſion of 


our faith without wavering; 
for he is faithful that promiſ- 
ed: and let us conſider one 
another to provoke unto love, 
and to good works: not for- 
ſaking the aſſembling of our- 
ſelves together, as the manner 
of ſome is; but exhort ing. one 
another: and ſo much the 
more, as ye ſee the day ap- 
proaching. 8 
De Goſpel. S. John 19. f. 
ILATE. therefore took 
Jeſus, and ſcourged him. 
And the ſoldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it on his 
head, and 'they put on him a 
purple robe, and ſaid, Hail, 
King of the Jews! And they 
ſmote him with their hands. 
therefore went forth 
again, and faith unto them, Be- 
hold, I bring him forth to you, 
that ye may Khow that I find 
no fault in him. Then came 
Jeſus forth, wearing the crown 
of thorns, and the purple robe. 
And Pilate faith unto them, 
Behold the man! When the 
chief prieſts. therefore and of- 
ficers

ficers ſay him, they cried out, 
ſaying, Crucify him, crucify 
him. Pilate faith unto them, 
Take ye him, and crucify him: 
for I find no fault in him. Tne 
Jews anfwered him, We have 
a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, becauſe he made him- 
ſelf the Son of God. When 
Pilate therefore heard that ſay- 
ing, he was the more afraid; 
and went again into the judge- 
ment hall, and ſaith unto Je- 
ſus, Whence art thou? But Je- 
fas gave him no anſwer. Then 
faith Pilate unto him, Speak- 
eft thou not unto me? Know- 
eſt thou not that I have power 
to crucify thee, and have power 
to releaſe thee? Jeſus anſwered, 
Thou couldeſt have no power 
at all againſt me, except it 
were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater fin. 

And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him: but the 
Jews cried out, faying, If thou 
let this man go, thou art 
not Cefar's friend: whoſoever 
maketh himſelf a king ſpeak- 
eth againſt Ceſar, When Pi- 
late therefore heard that ſay- 
ing, he brought Jelus forth, 
and fat down m the judgement 
feat in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the He- 
brew, Gabbatha. And it was 
the preparation of the paft-

and he faith unto the ſews, Be- 
hold your King! But they cried 
out, Away with him, away with 
him, crucify him. ' Pilate faith 
unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief prieſts an- 
ſwered, We have no king but 
Ceſar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be cru- 
cified. And they took Jeſus, and 
led him away. And he bearing 
hrs croſs went forth into a place 
called the place of a ſkull, 
which is called in the Hebrew, 
Golgotha: where they crucified 
him, and two other with him, 
on either fide one, and Jeſus 
in the midſt; And Pilate wrote 
a title, and put it on the croſs. 
And the writing was, JESUS 
OF NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 
This title then read many of 
the Jews: for the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh 
to the city: and it was written 
in Hebrew, and Greek, and La- 
tin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts 
of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but 
that he ſaid, I am King of the 
Jews. Pilate anſwered, What 
J have written I have written. 


Then the ſoldiers, when they 
had crucified Jeſus, took his 


garments, and made four parts, 
to every ſoldier a part; and alſo 


his coat: now e the coat was 


without ſeam, woven from the

therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, but caſt lots 
for it, whoſe it ſhall. be: that 
the ſcripture might be fulfil- 
led, which ſaith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and 
for my veſture they did caſt 
lots. Theſe things therefore the 
ſoldiers did. Now there ſtood 
by the croſs of Jeſus his mo- 
ther, and his mother's ſiſter, 
Mary the wife-of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Je- 
ſus therefore ſaw his mother, 
and the diſciple ſtanding by 
whom he loved, he faith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold 
thy ſon! Then faith he to the 
diſciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that diſci- 
ple took herunto his own home. 
After this, Jeſus knowing that 
all things were now accompiiſh- 
ed, that the ſcripure might be 
fulfilled, ſaith, I thirſt. Now 
there was ſet a veſſel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a 
ſpunge with vinegar, and put 
it upon hyſſop, and put it to 
his mouth. When Jeſus there- 
fore had received the vinegar, 
he faid, It is fimiſhed: and he 
bowed his head, and gave up 
.the ghoſt. The Jews there- 
fore, becauſe it was the prepa- 
ration, that the bodies ſhould 
not remain upon the croſs on 
the ſabbath day, (for that ſab- 
bath day was an high day,) 
deſought Pilate that their legs 


might be broken, and that 
they might be taken away. 
Then came the ſoldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, and 
of the other which was cruci- 


hed with him. But when they 


came to Jefus, and ſaw that 
he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: but one of the 
ſoldiers with a ſpear pierced his 
ſide, and forthwith came there- 
out blood and water. And he 
that ſaw it bare record, and 
his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he faith true, 
that ye might believe. For 
theſe things were done, that 
the ſcripture ſhould be fulfil- 
led, A bone of him ſhall not 
be broken. And again another 
{cripture ſaith, They ſhall look 
on him whom they pierced.

T is better, if the will of God 
be ſo, that ye ſuffer for well 
doing, than for evil doing. For 
Chriſt alſohath once ſuffered for 
ſins, the juſt for the unjuſt, that 
he might bring us to God, being 
put to death in the fleſh, but 
quickened by the Spirit: by 
which allo hewent and preached 
unto the ſpirits in priſon; which 
ſometime werediſobedient,when 
once the longſuffering of God 
waited in thedaysof Noah, while 
the ark was a preparing, wherein 
few, that is, eight ſouls were ſav- 
ed by water. The like figure 
whereunto even baptiſm doth 
alſo now ſave us (not the putting 
away of the filth of the fleſh, but 
the anſwer of a good conſcience 
toward God,) by the reſur- 
rection of Jeſus Chriſt: who is 
gone into heaven, and 1s on 
the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers 
being made ſubject unto him.

HEN the even was 
come, there came a rich 
man of Arimathea, named Jo- 
ſeph, who alſo himſelf was 
Jeſus' difciple: he went to 
Pilate, and begged the body 
of Jeſus. Then Pilate com- 
manded the body to be deli- 
vered. And when Joſeph had 
taken the body, he wrapped it 
in a clean linen cloth, and laid 


it in his own new tomb, which 
he had hewn out in the rocks 
and he rolled a great ſtone to 
the door of the ſepulchre, and 
departed. And there was Mary 
Magdalene, and the other Mary, 
ſittingover againſt the ſepulchre. 
Now the next day, that follow. 
ed the day of the preparation, 
the chief prieſts and Phariſees 
came together unto Pilate, ſay- 
ing. Sir, we remember that that 
deceiver ſaid, while he was yet 
alive, After three days I will rife 
again. Command therefore 
that the ſepulchre be made 
ſure until the third day, leſt 
his diſciples come by night, and 
ſteal him away, and ſay unto 
the people, He is riſen from 
the dead: ſo the laſt error ſhall 
be worſe chan the firſt. Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Ye have a 
watch: go your way, make it 
as ſure as ye can. So they 
went, and made the ſepulchre 
{ure, ſcaling the ſtone, and ſet- 
ting a watch.

God raiſed up the third day, 
and ſhewed him openly; not 
to all the people, but unto wit- 
neſſes choſen before of God, 
even to us, who did eat and 
drink with him after he roſe 
from the dead.

But we truſted 
that it had been he which 
ſhould have redeemed Iſrael: 
and befide all this, to day is 
the third day ſince theſe things 
were done. Yea, and certainwo- 
men alſo of our campany made 


us aſtoniſhed, which were car- 


ly at the ſepulchre; and when 
they found not his body, they 
came, ſaying, That they had 
alſo ſeen a viſion of angels, 
which ſaid that he was alive. 
And- certain of them which 
were with us went to the fe 
pulchre, and found it even ſo 
as the women had ſaid: but 
him they ſaw not. Then he 
{aid unto them, O fools and 
ſlow of heart to believe all that 
the prophets have ſpoken | 
Ought not Chriſt to have ſuf- 
fered theſe things, and to en- 
ter into his glory? And begin- 
ning at Moſes and all the pro- 
phets, he expounded unto them 
in all the ſcriptures the things 
concerning himſelf. And they 
drew migh unto the village, 
whither they went : and he made 


as though he would have gone 
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further. But they conſtrained 
him, ſaying, Abide with us: 
for it 1s toward evening, and 
the day is far ſpent. And he 


went in to tarry with them. 


And it came to pals, as he fat 
at meat with them, he took 
bread, and bleſſed it, and brake, 
and gave to them. And their 
eyes were opened, and they 
knew him; and he vaniſhed 
out of their ſight. And they 
ſaid one to another, Did not 
our heart burn within us, while 
he talked with us by the way, 
and while he opened to us the 
| ſcriptures? And they role up 
the ſame hour, and returned 
to Jeruſalem, and found the 
eleven gathered together, and 
them that were with them, ſay- 
ing, The Lord is riſen indeed, 
and hath appeared to Simon. 
And they told what things 
were done 1n the way, and how 
he was known of them in 
breaking of bread.

but ſerved God with faſtings 
and prayers night and day. And 
ſhe coming in that inſtant gave 
thanks likewiſe unto the Lord, 
and ſpake of him to all them 
that looked for redemption in 
Jeruſalem. And when they had 
performed all things according 
to the law of the Lord, they re- 
turned into Galilee, to their own 
city Nazareth. And the child 
grew, and waxed ftrong in ſpirit, 
filled with wiſdom: and the 
grace of God was upon him.

The way and means there- 
to is; Firſt, to examine your 


lives and converſations. by the 


rule of God's commandments : 
and whereinſoever ye ſhall per- 
ceive yourſelves to have of- 
fended, either by will, word, 
or deed; there to bewail your 
own ſinfulneſs, and to confeſs 
yourſelves to Almighty God, 
with full purpoſe of amend- 
ment of life. And if ye ſhall 
perceive your offences to be 
ſuch, as are not only againſt 
God, but allo againſt your 
neighbours; then ye ſhall re- 
concile yourſelves unto them, 
being ready to make reſtit u- 
tion and lat isfaction, according 
to the uttermoſt of your pow-

your damnation. Therefore if 
any of you be a blaſphemer of 
God, an hinderer or ſlanderer 
of his Word, an adulterer, or 
be in malice or envy, or in any 
other grievous crime ; repent 
ye of your fins, or elſe come 


not to that holy Table; leſt 
after the taking of that' holy 
Sacrament, the devil enter in- 
to you, as he entered into Ju- 
das, and fill you full of all ini- 
quities, and bring you to de- 
ſtruction both of body and 
ſoul. 

And becauſe it is requiſite, 
that no man ſhould come to 
the holy Communion, but 
with a full truſt in God's mer- 
cy, and with a quiet conſci- 
ence; therefore 1f there be 
any of you, who by this means 
cannot quiet his own conſci- 
ence herein, but requireth fur- 
ther comfort or counſel; ler 
him come to me, or to ſome 
other diſcreet and learned Mi- 
niſter of God's Word, and 
open his grief; that by the mi- 
niſtry of God's holy Word he 
may receive the benefit of ab- 
ſolution, together with ghoſtly 
counſel and advice, to the qui- 
eting of his conicience, and 
avoiding of all ſcruple and 
doubtfulnels.

Where- 
by ye may perceive the great 
neceſſity of this Sacrament, 
where it may be had. Likewiſe 
immediately before his aſcen- 
ſeon into heaven, (as we read in 
the laſt chapter of Saint Mark's 
Goſpel) he gave command to 
his diſciples, ſaying, Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the 
Goſpel to every creature. He 
that believeth, and is baptized, 
ſhall be ſaved; but he that he- 
lieveth not, ſhall be damned. 
Which alfo ſheweth untous the 
great benefit we reap thereby, 
For which caulc Saint Peter the 
Apoſtle, when upon his firſt 
preaching of the Goſpel many 
where pricked at the heart, and 
ſaid to him and the reſt of the 
Apoſtles, Men and brethren, 


what ſhall we do? replied and 


ſaid unto them, Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you 
for the remiſſion of tins, and ye 


tal 
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ſhall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghoſt. For the promiſe is to 
you and your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as 
many as the Lord our God ſhall 
call. And with many other 
words exhorted he them, ſaying, 
Save yourſelves from this un- 
to Hard generation. For (as the 
ſame An tle teſtifieth in ano- 
ther place) even Baptitm doth 
alſo now ſave us, (nottheputtin 
away of the filth of the fleſh, 
but the anſwer of a good con- 
ſcience towards God,) by the re- 
ſurrectionof Jeſus Chriſt. Doubt 
ye not therefore, but earneſtly 
believe, that he will favourably 
receive theſe preſent perſons, tru- 
ly repenting, and coming unto 
him by faith; that he will grant 
them remiſſion of Heir fins, and 
beſtow upon hem the Holy 
Ghoſt; that he will give fen 
the bleſſing of eternal lite, and 
make them partakers of his ever- 
laſting kingdom.

OW 1s Chriſt riſen from 
the dead, and become the 
firſttruits of them that ſlept.

For as in 
Adam all die, even ſo in Chriſt 
ſhall all be made alive. But 
every man in his own order: 
Chriſt the firſtfruits; afterward 
they that are Chriſt's at his 
coming. Then cometh the end, 
when he ſhall have delivered up 
the kingdom to God, even the 
Father; when he ſhall have put 
down all rule and all authority 
and power. For he muſt reign, 
till he hath put all enemies un- 
der his fert. The laſt enemy 
that ſhall be deſtroyed is death. 
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For he hath put all things uhder 
his feet. But when he faith, all 
things are put under him, it is 
manifeſt that he 1s excepted, 

which did put all things under 
him. And when all things ſhall 
be ſubdued unto him, then 
ſhall the Son alſo himſelf be 
ſubje& unto him that put all 
things under him, that God 
may be all in all. Elſe what 
ſhall they do which are baptized 
for the dead, if the dead riſe not 
at all? Why are they then bap- 


tized for the dead? And why 


ſtandwe in jeopardy every hour? 
I proteſt by your rejoicing 
which I have in Chriſt Jeſus our 
Lord, I die daily. If after the 


manner of men I have fought 


with beaſts at Epheſus, what 
'advantageth it me, if the dead 


riſe not? Let us eat and drink; 
for to morrow we die. Be not 
deceived: evil communications 
corrupt good manners. Awake 
to righteouſneſs, and fin not; for 
tome have not the knowledge 
of God: I ſpeak this to your 
ſhame. But / ig man will ſay Y, 
How are the dead raiſed up? 
and with what body do they 
come? Thou fool, that which 
thou ſoweſt is not quickened, 
except it die: and that which 
thou ſoweſt, thou ſoweſt not 
that body that ſhall be, but bare 
grain, it may chance of wheat, 
or of ſome other grain: but 
God giveth it a body as it hath 
pleaſed 
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pleaſed him, and to every ſeed 
his own body. All fleſh is not 
the ſame fleſh : but there is one 
kind of fleſh of men, another 
fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, 
and another of birds. There are 
alſo celeſtial bodies, and bodies 
terreſtrial: but the glory of the 
celeſtial is one and the glory of 
the terreſtrial 1s another. There 
is one glory of the ſun, and an- 


other glory of the moon, and 


another glory of the ſtars: for 
one ſtar differeth from another 
ſtar in glory. So allo is the re- 
ſurrection of the dead. It is 
ſown in corruption; it is raiſed 
in incorruption: it is ſown in 
diſhonour; it is raiſed in glory: 
it is ſown in weak neſs; it is 
raiſed in power: it is ſown a 
natural body; it is raiſed a ſpi- 
ritual body. There is a — 
body, and there is a ſpiritual 
| body. And ſo it is rites, The 
firſt man Adam was made a 
living ſoul, the laſt Adam was 
made a quickening Spirit. 
Howbeit that was not firſt 
which is ſpiritual, but that 
which is natural; and afterward 
that which is ſpiritual. The 
firſt man is of the earth, earthy: 
the ſecond man is the Lord 
from heaven, As is the earthy, 
ſuch are they that are earthy: 
and as is the heavenly, ſuch are 
they alſo that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image 
of the earthy, we ſhall alſo bear 
the! image ofthe e Now 


this I ſay, brethren, that fleſh 
and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth 
corruption inherit incorruption, 

Behold, I ſhew you a myſtery; 
We ſhall not all fleep, but we 
ſhall all be changed, in a mo- 
ment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the laſt trump: for the 
trumpet ſhall ſound, and the 
dead ſhall be raiſed incorrup- 
tible, and we ſhall be changed. 

For this corruptible muſt put 
on incorruption, and this mor- 
tal muſt put on immortality. 
So when this corruptible ſhall 
have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal ſhall have put on 
immortality ; then ſhall be 
brought to pals the ſaying that 
is written, Death 1s ſwallowed 
up in victory. O death, where 
is thy ſting? O grave, where is 
thy victory? The ſting of death 
is ſin; and the ſtrength of ſin is 
the law, But thanks be to God, 

which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord jeſus Chriſt, 
Therefore, my beloved bre- 
thren, be ye ſtedfaſt, unmove- 
able, always abounding in the 


work of the Lord, foraſmuch 


as ye know that your labour is 
not in vain in the Lord.

And not to be as their 
forefathers, a faithleſs and ſtub- 
born generation: a generation 
that ſet not their heart aright, 
and whoſe ſpirit cleaveth not 
ſtedfaſtly unto God; 

10 Like as the children of 
Ephraim: who being harnefl- 
ed, and carrying bows, turned 
themſelves back in the day of 
battle. 

11 They kept not the cove- 
nant of God : and would not 
walk in his law; 

12 But forgat what he had 


done : and the wonderful works 


that he had ſhewed for them. 

13 Marvellous things did he 
in the ſight of our forefathers, 
in the land of Egypt: even in 
the field of Zoan. 

14 He divided the ſea, and 
let them go through: he made 
the waters to ſtand on an 
heap. To 
1 5 In the day- time alſo he led 
them with a cloud: and all the 
night through with a light of 
fire. | 

16 He clave the hard rocks 
in the wilderneſs : and gave 
them drink thereof, as it had 
been out of the great depth. 

17 He brought waters out 
of the ſtony rock : ſo that it 
guſhed out like the rivers. 
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18 Yet for all this they ſin- 
ned more againſt him: and 
provoked the moſt Higheſt in 
the wilderneſs. 

19 They tempted God in 
their hearts: and required 
meat for their luſt. 

20 They ſpake againſt God 
alſo, ſaying : Shall God prepare 
a table in the wilderneſs? 

21 He ſmote the ſtony rock 
indeed, that the waters guſhed 
out, and the ſtreams flowed 
withal : but can he give bread 
alſo, or provide fleth for his 
people ? 

22 When the Lord heard 
this, he was wroth : ſo the fire 
was kindled in Jacob, and there 
came up heavy diſpleaſure 
againſt Iſrael; | 

23 Becaule they believed not 
in God: and put not their truſt 
in his help. | 

24 So he commanded the 
clouds abore : and opened the 
doors of heaven ; 

25 He rained down manna 
allo upon them for to eat: and 
gave them food from heaven, 

26890 mandideatangels foods? 
for he ſent them meat enough. 

27 He cauſed the eaſt- wind 
to blow under heaven : and 
through his power he brought 
in the ſouth-weſt-wind 

28 Herained fleſh uponthem 
as thick as duſt : and feather- 


ed fowls like as the ſand of the 


lea. 


29 He 
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29 He let it fall among their 
tents : even round about their 
habitation. 

30 So they did eat and were 
well filled; for he gave them 
their own defire : they were 
not diſappointed of their luſt. 

31 But while the meat was 
yet in their mouths, the heavy 
wrath of God came upon 
them, and flew the wealthieſt 
of them: yea, and ſmote down 
the choſen men that were in 
Iſrael, 

32 But for all this they ſin- 
ned yet more : and believed 
not his wondrous works. 

33 Therefore their days did 
he conſume inv anity: and their 
years in trouble. 

4 When he few them, they 
ſought him : and turned them 
early, and enquired after God. 

5 And they remembered 
that God was their ſtrength : 


and that the high God was 


their Redecmer. 

36 Nevertheleſs, they did but 
flatter him with their mouth : 
and diſſembled with him in 
their tongue. 

7 For their heart was not 
whole with him : neither con- 
tinued they ſtedfaſt in his co- 
venant. 

38 But he was ſo merciful, 
that he forgave their mi{deeds : 
and deſtroyed them not. 

39 Yea, many a time turned 
he his wrath away : and would

not ſuffer his whole diſpleaſure 
to ariſe. 

40 For he conſidered that 
they were but fleſh : and that 
they were even a wind that 
paſſeth away, and cometh not 
again. 

41 Many a time did they 
provoke him in the wilderneſs:

42 They turned back, and 
tempted God: and moved the 
Holy One in Iſraecl. 

43 They thought not of his 
hand : and of the day when he 
delivered them from the hand 
of the enemy; 

44 How he had wrought his 
miracles in Egypt : and his 


wonders in the field of Zoan. 


45 He turned their waters 
into blood: ſo that they might 
not drink of the rivers. 

46 He ent lice among them, 
and devoured them up : and 
trogs to deſtroy them. 

47 He gave their fruit unto 
the caterpiller : and their labour 
unto the graſshopper. 

48 He deſtroyed their vines 
with hailſtones and their 
mulberry trees with the froſt. 

g He ſmote their cattle 
alſo with hailſtones : and their 
flocks with hot thunderbolts. 

zo He caſt upon them the 
furiouſneſs of his wrath, an- 
ger, dilpleature, and trouble : 
and ſent evil angels among 
them. 


51 He 
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51 He made a way to his 1n- 
dignation, and ſpared not their 
ſoul from death : but gave their 
life over to the peſtilence; 

52 And ſmote all the firſt- 
born in Egypt: the moſt prin- 
cipal and mightieſt in the 
dwellings of Ham. 

But as for his own people, 
he led them forth like ſheep : 
and carried them in the wil- 
derneſs like a flock. | 

54 He brought them out 
ſafely, that they ſhould not 
fear : and overwhelmed their 
enemies with the ſea; 

55 And broughtthem with- 
in the borders of his ſanctuary : 
even to his mountain, which he 
purchaſed with his right hand. 

56 He caſt out the heathen 
alſo before them: cauſed their 
land to be divided among them 
for an heritage, and made the 
tribes of Iſrael to dwell in their 
tents. | 

57 So they tempted and diſ- 
pleaſed the moſt high God : and 
kept not his teſtimonies; 

58 But turned their backs, 
and fell away like their fore- 
fathers : ſtarting aſide like a 
broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him 
with their hill-altars : and pro- 
voked him to diſpleaſure with 
their images. 

60 When God heard this, 
he was wroth :- and took ſore 
diſpleaſure at Iſrael; 
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61 So that he forſook the 
tabernacle in Silo : even the 


tent that he had pitched among 
men. 
62 He delivered their power 
into captivity: and their beauty 
into the enemies' hand. 

63 He gave his people over 
allo unto the ſword : and was 
wroth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire conſumed their 
young men : and their maidens 
were not given to marriage. 

65 Their prieſts were ſlain 
with the ſword : and there 
were no widows to make la- 
mentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked as 
one out of ſleep : and like a 
giant refreſhed with wine. 

67 He {mote his enemies in 
the hinder parts: and put them 
to a perpetual ſhame. 

68 He refuſed the taber- 
nacle of Joſeph : and choſe not 
the tribe of Ephraim; . 

69 But choſe the tribe of 
Judah : even the hill of Sion 
which he loved. | 

70 And there he built his 
temple on high : and laid 
the foundation of it like the 
ground which he hath made 
continually , | 

71 He choſe David alſo his 
ſervant: and took him away 
from the ſheepfolds. 

72 As he was following tlie 
ewes great with young ones, he 
took him: that he mught feed 

Jacob 
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Jacob his people, and Iſrael. his 
inheritance. 

73 So he fed them wick a 
faithful and true heart: and 
ruled them prudently with all 
his power.

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1 His Majeſty's DECLARATION. 
1 B by God's Ordinance, according to Our juſt Title, Defender 
| of the Faith, and Supreme Governor of the Church, within 
i theſe Our Dominions, We bold it moſt agreeable to this Our Kingly 
4 Office, and Our own religious Zeal, to conſerve and maintain the Church 
2 committed to Our charge, in the unity of true Religion, and in the bond 0 
Peace; and not to ſuffer unneceſſary Diſputations, Altercations, or Queſ- 
tions to be raiſed, which may nouriſh Faction both in the Church and 
Commonwealth. We bave therefore, upon mature deliberation, and with 
the advice of ſo many of Our Biſhops as might conveniently be called to- 
gether, thought fit to make this Declaration following : : 

That the Articles of the Church of England (which have been allow- 
Y ed and authorized beretofore, and which Our Clergy generally have Jn: 
3 ſeribed unto) do contain the true Doctrine of the Church of England 
1 agreeable to God's Word: which we do therefore ratify and confirm, re- 
quiring all Our loving Subjedts to continue in the uniform profeſſion 
thereof, and probibiting the leaſt difference from the ſaid Articles; which 
to that end We command to be new printed, and this Our Declaration 
to be publiſhed therewith. 

That We are Supreme Governor of the Church of England : And 
that if any difference ariſe about the external policy, coneerning the In- 
junctions, Canons, and other Conſtitutions whatſoever thereto belonging 
the Clergy in their Convocation is to order and ſettle them, baving firſt 
obtained leave under Our Broad Seal ſo to do: And We approving their 
aid Ordinances and Conſtitutions ; providing that none be made contrary to 
the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Land. 

That out of Our Princely Care, that the Churchmen may do the work 
which is proper unto them, the Biſhops and Clergy from time to time in 
Convocation, upon their humble defire, (hall bade Licence under Qur 
Broad Seal to deliberate of, and to do all ſuch things, as being made plain 
6 3 and aſſented unto by Us, (hall concern the ſettled continuance of the 
n otrine and Diſcipline of the Church of England now. eſtabliſhed; from 
p which We will not endure any varying or departing in the leaſt degree.

VIII. Of the Three Creeds. 

HE Three Creeds, Nicene 

Creed, Athanafius's Creed, 
and that which is commonly 
called the Apoſtles' Creed, ought 
thoroughly to be received and 
believed: for they may be 
proved by moſt certain warrants 
of 5 Scripture. 
IX. Of Original or Birth-Sin. 
Riginal Sin ftandeth not in 
the following of Adam (as 
the Pelagians do vainly talk ;) but 
it is the fault and corruption of 
the nature of every man, that 
naturally is ingendered of the 
offspring of Adam, whereby man 
is very far n from original 
Righteouſneſs, and is of his own 
Nature inclined to evil, ſo that 
the fleſh luſteth always contra- 
ry to the ſpirit; and therefore 
in every perſon born into this 
world, it deſerveth God's wrath 
and damnation. And this in- 
fection of nature doth remain, 
yea, in them that are regene- 
rated; whereby the Juſt of the 
fleſh, called in Greek, 9@evnue 
ozex3;, which ſome do expound 
the Wiſdom, ſome Senſuality, 
ſome the Affection, ſome the 
Deſire of the fleſh, is not ſub- 
je& to the Law of God. And al- 
though there is no condemna- 
tion for them that believe and 
are baptized; yet the Apoſtle 
doth confeſs, that concupiſcence 
and luſt hath of itſelf the na- 
ture of ſin. 

X. Of Free- Will. 

7 condition of man, after 

the fall of Adam, is ſuch, 
chat he cannot turn and prepare

XII. Of Good Works. 
LBEIT that good Works, 
which are the fruits of Faith,

cannot put away our fins, an 

endure the ſeverity of God's 
judgement; yet are they pleaſing 
and acceptable to God in Chriſt, 
and do ſpring out neceſſarily of a 
true and lively Faith; inſomuch

XIII. Of Works before Fuſtification. 

ORKS done — the 
grace of Chriſt, and the 
Inſpiration of his Spirit are not 
pleaſant to God, foratmuch as 
they ſpring not of faith in Jeſus 
Chriſt, neither do they make

XIV. Of Works 1 
Oluntary orks beſides 
over and above God's com- 
mandments, which they call 
Works of Supererogation, can- 
not be taught without arrogancy 
and impiety. For by them men 
do declarè, That they do not 
only render unto God as much 
as they are bound to do, but 
that they do more for his ſake, 
than of bounden duty is requir- 
ed: Whereas Chriſt ſaith plainly, 
When ye have done all that are 
commanded to you, ſay, We are 
unprofitable ſervants. 


XV. O Ge alone Without Sin. 
HRIST in the truth of our 
nature, was made like unto 
us in all things (fin only except) 
from which he was clearly void, 
both in his fleſh, and in his ſpirit. 
He came to be the Lamb with- 
out ſpot, who by ſacrifice of 
himſelf once made ſhould take 
away the ſins of the world: and 
ſin (as St. John ſaith) was not in 
him. But all we the reſt (al- 
though baptized and born again 
in Chriſt) yet offend in many 
things; and if we ſay we have 
no ſin, we deceive ourſelves, and 
the truth is not in us. 
XVI. Of Sin after Baptiſm. 
OT every deadly fin 
willingly committed after 
Baptiſm, is fin again{t the 
Holy Ghoſt, and unpardonable. 
Wherefore the grant of repent- 
ance is not to be denied to ſuch 
as fall into fin after Baptiſm. Af- 
ter we have received the Holy 
Ghoſt, we may oper? from 
grace given, and fall into fin, 
and by the grace of God we may 
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ariſe again, and amend our lives. 
And therefore they are to be 
condemned, which ſay, they can 
no more fin as long as they live 
here, or deny the place of for- 
giveneſs to ſuch as truly repent. 


XVII. Of Predeſtination and 
lection. 


113 to Life, is the 
everlaſting purpoſe of God. 
whereby, (before the founda- 
tions of the world were laid) 
he hath conſtantly decreed by 
his Counſel, ſecret to us, to de- 
liver from curſe and damnation 
thoſe whom he hath choſen in 
Chriſt out of mankind, and to 
bring them by Chriſt to ever- 
laſting ſalvation, as veſſels made 
to honour, Wherefore, the 
which be endued with ſo excel- 
lent a benefit of God, be called 
according to God's purpoſe by 
his ſpirit working in due ſeaſon: 
they through grace obey the 
calling: they be juſtified freely: 
they be made ſons of God by 
adoption: they be made like 
the image of his only-begotten 
Son Jeſus Chriſt: they walk re- 
ligioufly in good works, and at 
length, by God's mercy, they 
attain to everlaſting felicity. 

As the godly conſideration of 
Predeſtination, and our Election 
in Chriſt, is full of ſweet, plea- 
ſant, and unſpeakable comfort 
to godly perſons, and ſuch as 
feel in themſelves the working 
of the Spirit of Chriſt, mortify- 
ing the works of the fleſh, and 
their earthly members, and draw- 
ing up their mind to high and 
heavenly things; as well becauſe 
it doth greatly eſtabliſh and con- 
firm their faith of eternal ſal- 
vation, to be cnjoyed through 


Chrilt, 
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Chriſt, as becauſe it doth fer- 
vently kindle their love towards 
God; fo, for curious and car- 
nal perſons, lacking the Spirit 
of Chriſt, to. have continually 
before their eyes the ſentence 
of God's Predeſtination, is a 
moſt dangerous downfall, where- 
by the Devil doth thruſt them 
either into deſperation, or into 
wretchiciineſls of moſt unclean 
living, no leſs perilous than de- 
ſpcrat1on. 

Furthermore, we muſt receive 
God's promiſes in ſuch wiſe, as 
they be generally ſet forth to us 
in holy Scripture: and in our 


doings, chat will of God is to 


be followed, which we have 
expieſly declared unto us in the 
Word of God. 
XVIII. Of obtaining eternal Sal- 
vat ion only by the Name of CR 
HEY allo are to be had 
accuricd, that preſume to 
ſay, that every man ſhall be 
faicd by the Law or Sect which 
he profeſſech, fo that he be di- 
ligent to frame his life accord- 
ing to that Law, and the Light of 
Mature.

XIX. Of the Church. 
HE viſible Church of 
Chriſt is a Congregation 
of faithful men, in the which 
the pure word of God is 
* wy and the Sacraments 
e duly miniſtered according to 
Chriſt's Ordinance, in all thoſe 
things that of neceſſity are re- 
quitite to the ſame. 
As the Church of Hieru/alem, 
Alexandria, and Antioch, have er-

X X. Of the Authority of the Church. 
8 2 E Church hath power to 
L decree Rites or Cercmo- 
nies, and Authority in contro- 
verſies of Faith: And yet It 1s 
not lawful for the Church to 
ordain any thing that is contrary 
to God's Word written, neithcr 
may it ſo expound one place of 
Scripture that it be repugnant to 
another. Wherefore although 
the Church be a Witneſs and a 
Keeper of Holy Writ, yet as it 
ought not to decree any thing 
againſt the ſame, ſo beſides the 
fame ought it not to enforce 
any thing to be believed for nc- 
ceſſity of ſalvation. 
XXI. Of the Authority of genera! 
Councils. 
Eneral Councils may not be 
gathered together without 
the Commandment and Will of 
Princes. And when they be ga- 
thered together (foraſmuch as 
they be an Aſſembly of. men, 
whereof all be not governed 
with the Spirit and Word of 
God) they may err, and ſome- 
times have erred, even in things 
pertaining unto God. Wherc- 
fore things ordained by them as 


neceſſary to ſalvation, have nei- 


ther ſtrength nor authority, un- 
leſs it may be declared that they 
be taken out of holy Scripture. 
XXII. Of Purgatory. 

"| HE Romiſh Doctrine con- 

cerning Purgatory, Par- 
dons, worſhipping and adora- 
tion, as well of Images as of 
Reliques, and alſo Invocation of 
Saints, is a fond thing vainly in- 
vented, and grounded upon no

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warranty of Scripture, but rather 
repugnant to the Word of God. 
XXIII. Of miniſtering in the 
Congregation. 


TT is not lawful for any man 


to take upon him tne Office 
of publick preaching, or miniſt- 
ering the Sacraments in the 
congregation, before he be law- 
fully called and ſent to execute 
the ſame. And thoſe we ought 
to judge lawfully called and 
{ent, which be choſen and call- 
ed to this work by men who 
have publick authority given 
unto them in the congregation 
to call and ſend Miniſters into 
the Lord's vineyard. 

XXIV. Of [peaking in the Con- 
gregation in ſuch à Tongue as 
the people under/tandeth. 

T is a thing plainly repugnant 
155 the Word of God, and the 
cuſtom of the Primitive Church, 
to have publick Prayer in the 
Church, or to miniſter the Sa— 
craments in a Tongue not under- 
ſtanded of the people. 

XXV. Of the Sacraments. 

Acraments ordained of Chriſt 
be not only badges or to- 
kens of Chriſtian men's profeſ- 
ſion; but rather they be certain 
ſure witneſſes, and effectual ſigns 
of grace, and God's good-will 
towards us, by the which he 
doth work inviſibly in us, and 
doth not only quicken, but alto 
ſtrengthen and confirm our faith 
in him. 
there are two Sacraments or- 


dained of Chriſt our Lord in the 


Golpel, that is to fay, Baptiſm, 
and the Supper of the Lord. 
Thoſe five, commonly called 
Sacraments, that is to ſay, Con- 
ſirmation, Penahce, Orders, Ma- 
trimony, and Extreme Unction, 


are not to be counted for Sa 
craments of the Goſpel, being 
ſuch as have grown, partly 0 

the corrupt following of the 
Apoſtles, partly are ſtates of 
life allowed in the Scriptures : 
but yet have not like nature of 
Sacraments with Baptiſm, and 
the Lord's Supper, for that they 
have not any viſible ſign or ce- 
remony ordained of God. 

The Sacraments were not or— 
dained of Chriſt to be gazed 
upon, or to be carried about; but 
that we ſhould duly uſe them. 
And in ſuch only as worthily 
receive the ſame, they have a 
wholſome effect or Operation: 
but they that receive thein un- 
worthily, purchale to themſelves 
damnation, as Saint Paul ſaith. 
XXVI. Of the Unwortbine/s of 

the Miniſters, which binders not 

the effect of the Sacraments. 


ASTD in the viſible 
Church the evil be ever 


mingled with the good, and 
ſometimes the evil have chief 
authority in the Miniſtration of 
the Word and Sacraments; yet 
foraſmuch as they do not the 
{ame in their own name, but in 
Chriſt's, and do miniſter by his 
commuiliton and authority, we 
may uſe their Miniſtry, both in 
hearing the Word of God, and 
in receiving of the Sacra— 
ments. Neither is the effect of 
Chriit's ordinance taken away 
by their wickedneſs, nor the 
race of God's gifts diminifhed 
Fom ſuch, as by faith and 
rightly do receive the Sacra- 
ments miniſtered unto them; 
which be effectual, becauſe of 
Chriſt's inſtitution and promiſe, 
although they be miniſtered by 
evil men. 
| Never- 


Nevertheleſs, it appertaineth 
to the Diſcipline of the Church, 
that enquiry be made of evil 
Miniſters, and that they be ac- 
cuſed by thoſe that have know- 
ledge of their offences: and fi- 
nally being found guilty, by 
juſt judgement be depoſed. 


XXVII. Of Baptiſm. 


Aptiſm is not only a ſign of 

profeſſion, and mark of dif- 
ference, whereby Chriſtian men 
are diſcerned from others that 
be not chriſtened : but it is alſo 
a ſign of Regeneration, or New 
Birth, whereby, as by an inſtru- 
ment, they that receive Bap- 
tiſm rightly are grafted into the 
Church; the promiſes of the 
forgiveneſs of fin, and of our 
adoption to be the ſons of God 
by the Holy Ghoſt, are viſibly 
ſigned and ſealed; faith is con- 
firmed, and grace increaſed by 
virtue of prayer unto God. The 
baptiſm of young children is in 
any wiſe to be retained in the 
Church, as moſt agreeable with 
the inſtitution of Chriſt. 


XXVII. Of the Lord's Supper. 
I E Supper of the Lord is 
not only a ſign of the Love 

that Chrittians ought to have 
among themſelves one to ano- 
ther; but rather is a Sacrament 
of our redemption by Chriſt's 
death: Inſomuch that to ſuch 
as rightly, worthily, and with 
faith receive the ſame, the Bread 
which we break is a partaking 
of the Body of Chriſt ; and like- 
wiſe the 1 — of bleſſing is a 
partaking of the Blood of Chriſt. 
Tranfüpſtantiation „ 
change of the ſubſtance of bread 
and wine) in the Supper of the 

Lord, cannot be proved by ho- 


ritual manner. 
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ly writ; but is repugnant to the 
plain words of Scripture, over- 
throweth the nature of a Sa- 
crament, and hath given occa- 
ſion to many ſuperſtitions. 

The body of Chriſt is given, 

taken, and eaten in the Supper, 
only after an heavenly and ſpi- 
And the mcan 
wa at the body of Chrift is 
received and eaten in the Sup- 
per, is Faith. 
The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was not by Chriſt's or. 
dinance reſerved, carried about, 
lifted up, or worſhipped. 


XXIX. Of the wicked which do 


not eat the Body of Chriſt in the 
uſe of the Lord's Supper. 
FE wicked, and ſuch as be 
void of a lively faith, al- 
though they do carnally and vi- 
ſibly preſs with their teeth (as 
Saint Auguſtine ſaith) the Sa- 
crament of the body and blood 
of Chriſt: yet in no wiſe are 
they partakers of Chriſt; but 
rather, to their condemnation, 
do eat and drink the Sign or Sa- 
crament of ſo great a thing. 


XXX. Of both Kinds. 
"om Cup of the Lord is not 
to be denied to the Lay- 
prope : for both the parts of the 
ord's Sacrament, by Chriſt's 
ordinance and commandment, 
ought to be miniſtered to all 
Chriſtian men alike, 
XXXI. Of the one Oblation , 
277 . upon the Croſs. 
T- E offering of Chriſt once 
1 made, is that perfect Re- 
demption, Propitiation, and Sa- 
tisfaction for all the ſins of the 
whole world, both original and 
actual; and there is none other 
ſatisfaction for ſin, n 
alone, 
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lone. Wherefore the ſacrifice of 

Maſſes, in the which it was com- 

monly ſaid, that the Prieſt did 

offer Chriſt for the quick and 

the dead, to have remiſſion of 
ain or guilt, were blaſphemous 
ables, and dangerous deceits. 
XXXII. Of the Marriage of 

rieſts. 

Iſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons, 
B are not commanded by God's 
Law, either to vow the eſtate of 
ſingle life, or to abſtain from 
marriage: Therefore it is law- 
ful for them, as for all other 
Chriſtian men, to marry at their 
own diſcretion, as they {hall 
judge the ſame to ſerve better 
to godlineſs, 


XXXIII. Of excommunicate Per- 
ſons, bow they are to be avoided. 
PP HAT perſon which by 
open denunciation of the 
Church, is rightly cut. off from 
the unity of the Church, and 
excommunicated, ought to be 
taken of the whole multitude of 
the faithful, as an Heathen and 
Publican, until he be openly re- 
conciled by penance, and receiv- 
ed into the Church by a Judge 
that hath authority thereunto. 


XXXIV. Of the Traditions of 
the Church, 

T T is not neceſſary that Tradi- 

tions and Ceremonies be in all 

places one, or utterly like ; for at 

all times they have been divers, 

and may be ch 


and men's manners, fo that no- 
thing be ordained againſt God's 
word. Whoſoever through his 
private judgement, willingly and 
purpoſely doth openly break the 


traditions and ceremonies of the 


Church, which be not repugnant 


anged according to 
che diverſitics of countries, times, 


to the word of God, and be or. 
dained and approved by com- 
mon authority, ought to be re- 
buked _y (that other may 
fear to do the like) as he thar 
offendeth againſt the common 
order of the Church, and hurt- 
eth the authority of the Nlagi- 
ſtrate, and woundeth the con- 
ſciences of the weak brethren. 

Every particular or national 
Church hath authority to or- 
dain, change, and aboliſh cere- 
monies or ritzs of the Church, 
ordained only by man's autho- 
rity, ſo that all things be done 
to edifying. 

XXXV. Of the Homilies. 
HE ſecond book of Homi- 
lies, the ſeveral titles where- 

of we have joined under this 
Article, doth contain a godly 
and wholſome doctrine, and nc- 
2 for theſe times, as doth 
the former book of Homilics, 
which were ſet forth in the time 
of Edward the Sixth; and chere- 
fore we judge them to be read 
in Churches by the Miniſters, 
diligently and diſtinctly, ' that 
they may be underſtanded of 
the people.

XXXVI. Of Conſecration of Bi- 
ſhops and Miniſters. 

HE Book of Conſecration 

of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, 
and Ordering of Prieſts and Dea- 
cons, lately fet forth in the time 
of Edavard the Sixth, and con- 
firmed at the ſame time by au- 
thority of Parliament, doth con- 
tain all things neceſſary to ſuch 
Conſecration and Ordering : net- 
ther hath it any thing; that of 
itſelf is ſuperſtitious and ungod- 
ly. And therefore whoſoever 
are conſecrated or ordered ac- 
cording to the rites of that Book, 
ſince the ſecond year of the fore- 
named Kins Edward, unto this 
fime, or hereafter ſhall be con- 
fecrated or orcered according 
to the ſame Rites; we decree all 
ſuch to be rightly, orderly, and 
lawfully conſecrated and or- 
dered. 


XXXVII. Of the Civil Iagi- 
| ratet. 

HE King's Majeſty hach 
| the chief power in this 
Realm of England, and other 
his dominions, unto whom the 
chicf government of all eſtates 

a 


of this Realm, whether they be 
Eccleſiaſtical or Civil, in all 
cauſes doth appertain; and is 
not, nor ought to be ſubject to 
any foreign juriſdiction. 

Vhere we attribute to the 
King's Majeſty the chief go— 
vernment, by which titles we 
underſtand the minds of ſome 
ſlanderous folks to be offend— 
ed; we give not to our Princes 


the minittering either of God's 


Word, or of the Sacraments, che 
which thing the Injunctions alſo 
lately ſet forth by Elizabeth ou: 
Qucen do moſt plainly teſtify ; 
but that only prerogative which 
we {ce to have been given al. 
ways to all godly Princes in ho- 
ly Scriptures by God himſelf; 
that is, that they ſhould rule al! 
eſtates and degrees committed 
to their charge by God, whether 
they be Eccleſiaſtical or Tem- 
poral; and reſtrain with the ci— 
vil ſword the ſtubborn and evi! 
doers. | 

The Biſhop of Rome hath no 
juriſdiction in this Realm of 
England. 

The laws of the Realm mey 
puniſh Chriſtian men with death, 
for heinous and grievous otf- 
fences. 

It is lawful for Chriſtian men 
at the commandment of the NMI. 
giſtrate, to wear weapons, and 
ſerve in tne wars. 

XXXVIII. Of Chriſtian men's 

Goods, Which are not common. 

HE Riches and Goods of 

_ Chriſtians are not com- 
mon, as touching the right, titic, 
and poſſeſſion of the ſame, a0 
certain Anabaptiſts do falily 
boaſt. Notwithſtanding, every 
man ought of ſuch things as 1 

poſſeſt- 
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poſſeſſeth, liberally to give alms 
to the poor, according to his 
ability. 
XXXIX. Of a Chriſtian man's 
Oath. 

S we confeſs, that vain and 
A raſh {wearing is forbidden 
Chriſtian men by our Lord Jeſus 
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Chriſt, and Fames his Apoſtle, 
ſo we judge that Chriſtian Reli- 
gion doth not prohibit, but that 
a man may {wear when the Ma- 
iſtrate requireth, in a cauſe of 
aith and Charity, ſo it be done 
according to the Prophet's 
teaching, in Juſtice, Judgement, 
and Truth.
